Becauſe great cuils may grow out of the ſmalleſt 
cauſes.But ir was ncuera littlematter, by all means, 
and atall times, to maintaine, and ſtrengthen na- 
tural pictic,and ingenuous thanckfulneſle, which 
aftcr ſome ſort are all in all. Princes other- 
wile minded vndo themlelucs. For fecing impe- 
riall maicſtic doth ſubſilt by the veneration 
which is owing thereynto , for the reaſon of fa- 
cherly , and lordly power, they doe make cxam- 
ples rotheir owne harmes who beeing heredica- 
rie,or beneficiarie princes miniſter the leaſt {u{pi- 
tion of irrcucrent affections towards their proper 
parents, or founders. The moſt botromly ſtone 
which can be laid for all future felicitic is digged 
out of none other quarric then pictic, and what- 
{ocuer ſupercditides not of like nature, will fall to 
G ground 
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round , andin the fall chereof will carry it {clfe, 
and with fclfc ail the reſt, either into oblivion, 
or infainie. To conlttnteCLAavDaivs divine, 
and to deride him, was ablurd in ut (clfc, as bing 
again{t borh their rehgion , and the clearnefle of 
ther reaſon. And Ict the infinuations of his dil- 
orace beencuer lo ijult, yer they could nor wltly 
(ceme ro ſpring from any other fountaine of at- 
fections then that which traiteroutly rooke away

According 
wherunt9 he conrented himſelfe with reforming 
the abuſcs of collectors , & other miſchicuous en- 
ormitics. A part of the good whercof,by verive of 
his prouiſions,exteded it felfe&in the eftets, cuen to 
thetimes in which COoRNELIVSTACITVS 
did chronicle this.

fect:d lupreme command.lf one wickednes there- 
fore mizht authoriſe another, none could con- 
demne him as impious , for killing thac woman, 
who mecerely for prowd cnds did molt alluringly 
offer her body to the luſtfull embraces of him 
who ſcarcely twenty yeares before was bred ther- 
in ?

CETVSs, who hauing becne a bondman,

NERO CEz's AR, whom expectatipn,and terror 
of conſcience kept awake, was fully informed by 
ANITCETys,(longbeforeA Gt R1Nv scould 
arriue)concerning the whole aducnture, and had 
already authoriſed him, as ſherriftc, or ſuperuiſor 
of the execution. He rooke with hin HE & cv -

(waiting vpon the cuent ) had preſent word 
thereof. Many in thoſe times, and they nor vncer- 
raine authours, ſaith SyzTONILyY s (who doth 
often couertly encounter with the judgem<nts, &

How it hapned, thac his action 
nor concurring with his will, rhe rumour of the 
crime {ſhould hold,orher worthy authors hauecer- 
uftide. For into his ccllege of concubines he had 
recciueda common curtſan, oncly becauſe ſhee 
was reputed to be as like AGRIPPI NA as like 
might bc,and thereupon he would boalt himlſclfc 
to his companions, that he had bcen with F-is mo- 
ther How farre in true caſe of conſcicrice it was 
diftcring from aCctuall commuſhon is not d;fliculr 
to decide , being cuery where clicemed within a 
{mall degree equwalene. Thoſe other parriculars, 
rouching rhe iu{pection,are not therefore 1ncredi- 
ble becaulc incomparablic barba:ous, or becauſe 
ſome writers (who TAciTvs had {cene) deny it; 

for other noble auchours,and conſtant fame con-

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abludefrom thereit of his. A man who grew by 
degrees lo infigitely wicked, that noching can be 
tarnerd {o horrible vpon him , which his ſurable 
manners would not render credible. Though he 
was not therefore to be (landerd,for our common 
prouerbe, A ſwne to bel the devil, is none of the 
worlt. Bur his viage of young BRITANNICVvS 
in the very frlt bud of his empire, when he mult

L1iVS SYLTL a(toſpeakeot nothing cle} are as 
lo many arguments to tell vs, that our authors do 
not probably wrong him in theſe moſt infamous 
reports concerning his bchauiour oucr his mur- 
therd mother.

faſten vpon his mother the fame of her owne 

killing,ic found fo {mall belicte, that the feare 
of his power,rather then the cftects of his arts,pre- 
nailed tor his ſafetie, The lecret friends therefore 
of AGRIPPINA (for whocllc rather? ) andif 
not they, yet cuen thecommon quarrcll of nature 
againlt ſuch exquilire wickedneſle, found vut 
partakers on behalte of the worKl , ro proteſt his 
guiltineſle, and to vexe his fame with the coucre 
exerciſe of ftreedome. For abour the necke of one 
of NE RO s [tatuasa leatherne fſacke was hung, 
ro vpbraid his paricide, the puniſhment whercof 
(in the ancient lawes of RoME ) was to be trufled

For it was her 
act, during her tul-{aild fortunes, to deduce a co- 
lone of Roman Citizens to plant them among 
theVBrr, vponthe RHENE, which, becing 
called of her name,T he «: lonicof A GRIPPINA, 
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becauſc it was her birth-place , whilc her father 
GER MANICVS ſerucd incholcparts, General 
ofthe R o M AN armies, doth at this day freſhly 
Rorith; the chaire, and princely ſcat of the princt- 
pal clergieman in GERMANIE, and hrit cle&tor. 
As for her learned commentarics which thee 1:ft 
written touching the fortunes of her houle, they 
are almoſt viterly loſt, fauing only as PLiNiE 
the older, and CorRnEgLivs TACITVS 
haue cited our of them a fragment, cr rwo,which 
arc their only remaines, ( our miſfortune more 
then hers) for any thing knowne ro mee to the 
contrarie. The very ſame night of her murthcr 
( ſuch was the odious halte)thee was laid forth on 
a banqueting bed, and funcrally burned , with- 
out CET herle, or greater ſolemnitic . So the old 
text of the tweluerables,whercin ic was comman- 
ded, that no man ſhould plainc,or poliſh the wood 
vicd for the burning of bodies, ſeemcs not in her 
caſe infringed. Neither, during all N xRo's 
dayes,was the carth which had beene broken-vp 
ro make her funcral fre-pitr, caſt in againe, or the 
Tround it ſelfe cither raild about , or otherwiſe 
enclozed.

The com- 
pafle of time b-tweene the OLYMPIAN a- 
g0ns comprehended only tower yeares full , and 
was termedan OLYMPIAD : thele other A- 
ons ( for that is the proper word ) contained 
the finiſhed reuolution of fue yeares , which 
the Romans called Luſtrun. Excepting that 
diucriitic, of compuration, the relt of the inititu- 
tion agreed with tac Greeke rule. NERO s 
Prizes, or Agons haue three ſcuerall ticles, Mu- 
ſicke, Actiuinic, and Horle-races; and in the 


word Mulicke thoſe trialls of wit which were |

DIANVS the younger reujued1t, and by his 
ft mcancs, endeauor d to make the hue-yearly 
cuitoine cucrlalting ; it was fo pleaſing to the 
mulcicude. Bread, and playes (ſaith IvvENAL) 
the only care ofthe common fortatR o M e,nor 
dothTAC1TVvSs in his hiſtoric ſpeake other- 
wile of theminNERoO's time. For the (eruice of 
this magnificent foundation hee finithed vpon 
the next enſuing yeare his Therme, and Gymnaſwum, 
which (as PHILOSTRATy slaich)were molt 
admirable works. DEMETRITS the C y- 
N1Ck (when Cx SAR, the Lords, & people, 
keprtthe firlt fealt ofthe dedication of thoſe buil- 
dings withall forts of joy, and facrifices ) had al- 
molt incurred a capitall miſchicfe, by openly re- 

rouing the vic of [h2rme, or warme bathes, be- 
caule it did ſofren manhood , and led to luxuric. 
His rcalons were rather vntimely , then vntrue. 
The antiet GREEK E Gymnalum was diuided 
Oro three chicte ſpaces, or aCtiuitic-yards , fitted 
wich buildings, and beautified with images in a 
{tately manner, tholc courts or fields ſcurrall 
named rhe Xy{tus, the Plethrium, and the Malthe, 
and to them bclonged the Hieras and '[etragonon, 
two other courts, or places.

Bur Sv s T ox1vs (who 
in more things then this diſagrees with TACITVS 
though va-named) both proues hee had, and 
prouecs it well. It was one of his exerciſes ro tranl- 
lace Grecke iragedies into Latiuc, who made rruc 
tragedics in bloud, ſuchascucn the GREEKE 5s 
ncuer fained. But whatfocuer his talcnt was that 
way, his admiration of ic well defcrucd that hee 
ſhould hauc made prerogatiue verlcs, according 
ro his fortunes. His owne per[waſ1on aſwell of 
abilitic, as of his long winde, was ſo magnificent, 
that hee meant to write1n verle the affaires , and 
ſtories of the ROMANS, in fower hundred 
bookes.

InPL 1 N 1 x theargument of onc ofthis 
poems appcares to haue bcene the praiſe of his 
PoryzA. And MARTIAL (who lcemes to 
fauour him) inſ{inuates , that hee wrote like a 
learned wanton. So there is no doubt to be made 
at all of his poericall Genius, though it pleaſed 
LvcAan(nCASAVBONS SVETONILySsS) vo- 
mannerly to repeate an halfe-yerſe of his ro the 
runcof a lowd report backward, where thcir god- 
delle CLoAacinaA was ſcrued. There ſeemes 
nota grainc of good falt inall his writings, but 
admirations, & defixions of the ſoule vpon beau- 
tcous outlides. A wit of the middleregion,which 
only ſcrucd ro {weeten his ſenfualities. The arts 
hce delighted-in declare as much,for chough they 
were nobl c,yct far bencath the maieſtic of a prin- 
ces minde. No man dilſcommends the true fin- 
grings, or delicate touches of a maiſter , vpon a 
well-{trung inftrument, nor the ftroaks of a $kil- 
full pencill in painting, nor the art of grauing. 
Theſe were his.Bur a prince ought ro mount high- 
er, & thinke better. This obiccton was mat-with. 
Theretore,atter ſupper it was his cuſtome to ad- 
mit to his carc,and preſence,ſuchas TAC1TY $, 
({pcaking compaſle) calles Dottors of Wiſdom, to 
auoide the word Philoſophers , as not becing La- 
tin enough. They were admitted fo far. Bur 
his hearing ( asit ſcemes ) dealt enuioully with 
his vnderltanding , for their ſayings funcke not 
in. Yet neither d:d they want grauitic, nor hee 
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lberalitic. Thoſe ſtudies the chic title which 
SENECA had to gather all his rich-s, as hee 
himlelfe acknowledged to N x & o. The riotous 
youths of theſe our tmes ynuerlaly more {tudi- 
cus of wittic then ditcreete, of odde conceipts 
then ſolid. No title to accefle, and copious che- 
riſhments with princes , more worthy then the 
[tadic of wiidome,and where it languilheth man- 
ners are cucrmore degenerous. A prince, accor- 
dingroNEROS oarb (rake him as hee was po- 
pular,and not as a tyrant) would fort rarcly well 
with them, who doe either nor: know , or not 
cnough regarde, that with all his walt of vvealth, 
and torines of vanius, hee made to himſclte none 
other fricnds but the vitious vulgar, and ſuch 
| lewdeignobleperſons asliued vpon the times im- 
purities, as TAC1Tys moſt graucly hath ob- 
(crucd in his hiſtories. Wirtic flalhes doe condi- 
meatally well ; bur, if that were their belt vie, 
the guift of pochie were with little reaſon (tyled 
diuine.

uage. Things thus ordred, CESAR preſently re- 
tired inoGALLI1A and left nothing bchinde 
him to vphold his freſh archicuements here bur 
the awcfull maicl(tic of the names of R o 1. s,and 
Cx5AR. Neither did hee greately neede more, 
(ceing his haruclt of gloric was nor ſuch as to de- 
lcruc his profeſſi ie, and particular alcription, for 
among thoſe his hue famous triumphs , recorded 
in VELLELIVs PATERCVLYS, the Bri- 
TAN by ſpeciall name was not any,

a purpoſe to rc-aſla:] our Iland,ſo to force vpon ir 
the keeping of coucnants (as D110 Cass1vs 
in{1nuates) about cighr, or nine and twentic yeares 
from his predeceſſors inuaſions.

M A N \vorld, comming vnder the {cepter of 
NERo, it was newe of his reigne the ſeuenth 
yeare, Cx SoN1Ivs,and PETRONIvVSs Con- 
ſuls, vwhen the incenled BR1TANNsS, led by a 
woman and a vwidowe, reuengetullic vvrit her 
quarrell in the bloud of thouſands of enemies. For 
luch they eſteemed all who were either free of 
Rome, oroftheR 0M AN partie, The cauſes 
of which (odcin furie, with the bitter effes, the 
eſtate of things foregoing,and follovwing(as affor- 
ding grcat lefſons) delerue a narration ſutable to 
the maieſtie,though notto the length of the intro- 
duction. And firit of all (that we may admiringlie 
know how large a placethe euil ſhooke)irmuſtnot 
bee forgotten, that preſentlie before the terrible 
blowe, all the countreyes, nowe comprehended 
vnder the noble names of ENGLAND, and 
W ar & $ (excepting onely the Ileof M o x a or 
ANGLESEY) were cither immediatly R 0- 
M A N, a$prouincial , or indirealie, and vpon the

The 
BR1TANNS themſelues, who by the right of 
theyr firſt comming hither were natural Lords of 
the ſoil, a people eafily faſhionable to the nobleſt 
arts, and not to that mean one of making chceſe, 
the ignorance whereof ſtands vpon ſome of them 
in STR A B Ozas aſpecial note of barbariſm., Nei- 
ther were the Romans now in any ſuch numbers 
here, that inſolencie mightthereupon ſecurely reft 
it ſelte, For to defend their owwne ſhare they at moſt 
employd but foure legions, with theyr ordinaric 
aids, confiſting partlyof Gar rs, and Ge &- 
MANS, andpartly of the ilanders themſelues, 
the legions of none but R om ax s only, All 
which together could not very much furmount

this reuole, The forlorne nation of the A x < 1 s a= 
RIA NS(among whom BoIOCALYVS wasa 
clvete) tor necetfarie ſuſtentation of theyr les, 
would hauc polletled certaine border-grounds, or 
waſtes vpon the RomaN pale in GE RMa- 
N 1 E, but for {ome reaſon in ftate vere denyed, 
Bo1toCAL vs, ( a tathtull old ſeruant of the 
R 0 M4 4 x 5) becomes theyr aduocate, and pleads 
nTac1ryv<5$,among other things; That the hea- 
uns were for tbe gods, the earth for men; and woat/0- 
ener had not an owner, was euery mans. AvITVS 
nercunto anfivered, That the comm.ndement of bet- 
ters was t0 be obeyd, And it was the pleſure of thoſe 


gods whom BOLOCALVS appealed,that the R ©0- 


MANs /hould be Lords of the world,to award,or indze 


. a way what th:y thought good, without brooking any v1 


pires bur them/elues alone. A moſt high pretenſe, and 


a5 tull of natural pietie, as maieſtie, Nor had theyr 


rKiCtoC npire any poinct lo excellent vnto vwhich 
 ieterrett lelte, as rothe will of Almightic God, 
N 2 who 
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who in this great game, and chelle-play of the 
world diſpoſeth of power at his pleaſure, So C y- 
Rv 5s wascalled his, And this title doth not ſeeme 
more tran{cendently noble, then honeſtly rruc in 
the cale of thole old moral R o wi 4 x 5, though 
they moſt groſlely erred in the obie& of theyr 
worſhip. For they, ofallother people vpon carth 
({aith that matchlefle Hiſtorian, Crxis>Pvs S a- 
LY5T1vsS) were the molt deuour, and religious. 
Nor doth theapoſtata,I'vLianvs Cxs akin 
S. Cyrils workes, alcribe the railing of the 
Ro M AN empire toany other immediate author 
burdiuime, This opinion therefore which confeſt 
a celeſtial prouidence, a goodnefle alſo in that pro- 
uidence towards them who depend thercupon,and 
a neceſlitie of ſuch dependencie, merits veneration 
ſimpliein it ſelfe, ro the iuſt confuſion of the god- 
leſſe. Thus flew the Rom ax s aleft ouer the 
heads of other mortals, and proſperd in worldly 
power beyondall example. It they ſwarued from 
the rule of {uch a beliefe, the correRion coſt them 
dear; as inthe maſſacre of V a & v 5 and his legi- 
ons vnder AvGvsTvVs; and now by this Vi- 
rago VvndetNE RO.

They 
therefore (uffered their people ( whom Cr. a v-

renant-general, had vponthe conqueſt diſarmed | 
for feare of rebellion) to bee orderhic preſt out at ; 


their muſters, for the {eruice of theR o M1 a N em- 
pire, inthe natureand name of aids. This kept v 

martial ſpirit among them;though it exhauſtedthe 
able bodies ofthe prouince, when they were not 
fartheſt off trom the ſpirit of cuilitte, The R 0- 
M A Ns their examples tor both. For their hono. 
rable, graue , and moſt decent faſhions in peace 
worthily wannthe B & 1 T a N Nns(anoble,andimi- 
rating people)to tranllate themro their proper ve. 
Thechicte mens children, vwwho were wont to bee 
traind-vp inthe blundring, and heynous ſchools 
of the DRv 1Ds, had now the life of the L a- 
T 1 N tongue, and the ſhineof hiberall knowledges, 
For the R © M1 a x 5 conceived an higher opinion 
of the wits of theBr1iTANNSs ftorſtudie, then 
chey did of the GaLLs. So, they who before 
could not endure the conquerours language, did 
now both willinglie ve it, and were allo ambitious 
of becomming excellent therein, CLuavpia 
Ry# 1N a,zthat chaſt, and learned Br1iTaNnN 
Ladie{very young in theſe dayes)demonſtrates the 
witts of the men, when ſhea woinan could delerue 
the commendatorie verſes of ſorarea R o M1 a N 
wittas MARTIALS. But they ſoone grew too 
much Romaniſed, by frequenting warme bathes, 
coſtlie banquets , and the like, which paſſing 
ynder the tle of faſhion , were fetters indeed, 
and a bondage : For there is nota worſer mitſtretle 


ro ſerue, then voluptuarie waſte, and vanitie. Old 
rudenefſe 
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rudeneſſc a friend of freedome. New formes 
whilethey pretend to polith parts, doc oftentimes 
file cuen manhood it felte away. O1d rudenetle 
notwithſtanding is happely changed tor faire hu- 
manitic, The golden mean alone can take vp the 
matter {o,that freedome may fubſ1i! by the force of 
a generous ſpirit, and yet{mooth arts retainetheir 
tait and luſter, This I write of the tamer B & 1- 

TANNS in theſe dayes, by the warrant of that 
which AGR1COL A,not many yeares after,per- 
{waded tothe ercerln his owne. For it he thought 
ciulitie the way to aflurethe wilde;theRo wAaxs 
for the ſamepurpole had vndoubtedly induced it 
vpon ſuchas were alregdie humbled, Manifeſt in 
the former coign of CLavD1 vs. The inhabi- 
tants of cities and townes,(the {ofteſt part of cuery 
nanon)lived willinghe obedient. For they remained 
ſecure, and ritch by the exerciſe of ciuil myſteries, 
though charg'd with ſundry ductics. From which 
common burthen as they could not poſlibly bee 
treed vnder their owne Princes,or vnder any other 
tormeot commonweale,ſo neither could they haue 
been ſo well in heu defended, had not fond lecuyitie 
charm'd afſeepeall the eyes of R 0 1 x N circum- 
(pection. As for the people of the countrey;they al- 
{o had their realon of content, men forthemore 
part indifterent whom they ſeruc, but as the condi- 
tionsarediuerle, They therefore by the tamilier 
rent-ſeruices of plowghing,and grazeing (employ- 
ments markt out in {corne by the warlick Queene 
in D1 0) orotherwilein paying theyr tythes (the | 
viuall proportion of tribute ) did generallie erne 
protection, and ſuſtenance,TheR © »1 4 x s neuer 
rooke all the land away from the natiues whom 


they had conquer'd,but lett them part. The nobler

ſort, fuchofthem as were itript or diſleiſed either 
ot eſtates, or authoritie, vader-went therein the 
chance of warre,and ſuch vnequall lawes, as liked 
their new Lords beſt. Thele wrecks, and waifs of 
fortune, were the proper fuell of combuſtion,or ra- 
ther the fire'\y (elte, alwayes prompt, and alwayes 
putting for trouble. But fromthe yearlie payment 
of poll,or head-money,whichthroughout the Ro- 
MAN world was modeſt, and tolerable(trhe value 
of a teſton,, or ſome ſuch toy) neither were the li- 
uing nor the dead exempt. For that very yeare 
wherein any one of them dyed was an(wered. 
Ne R © himlfelte did neither vrge,nor enlarge gric- 
uances, but rather {ought redreſles. For his conſti- 
tutions in T' a C1 Tv $, theone againſt overcharging 
the prouinces with portage of corne to the publicke grana- 
ries, the other to make ſhips tribute-free,were both of 
them of that nature, and ought to haue reacht ouer 
hither, as a famous member of the empire, a- 
bounding with corne and merchants, The ordina- 
rie gouernment of the Romans was far from 
barbarous,theretore the warlick widowe forecaſtes 
in D 1 0,thatthey had wunn vpon many with faire 
per{uaſions, It their farours were vnequal, that 
rended ro nouriſh their partie, But before 
this vnluckie reuolt, the TRINOBANTS, and 
ſomeorher of the Bx1TA Ns ftood polleſled of 
ſorare atclicitie,as to enioy the peace of R 0M Ex, 
without any R o Ma N 1udges among them. For 
the R 0 11 a N s medled not,bur left them ouer to be 
whollieruled by their narurall magiſtrates, and pe- 
culiar lawes. TaciTtvs witnefleth it, and the 
GR EE « hiſtorians (ſpeaking of their condition 
betore the rebellion) doe callthem their owne men, 


and free, Neither did the Romans enuiethe 
immunity 
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pi immunities, and honors of their citie ro perſons 
ol: who could not enioy them by any right ot birth; 
Ws+- moſt magnanimouſly forgetting what they had at 
Tg any time done hurrfullie as enemies, and recceiuing, 
Mtg. them, bo:h into her embraces, as boſome-triends; | 
and alſo into her lapp as children. CLavoivs 
lo carneſilie deſirous to beſtow the franchiſe of the 
ſouereign citie yvpontheRK1TAanNNs whom hee 
had conquered, that SENE c a (in his irreligious 
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1b ſports vpon thatemperour) vpbraids it. R 0M 
#:% imperiall a gratious common mother of mankinde, 
Hy | and not a miſtrefle only. Theretore the fall of 
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R oO M E, as Queene of the earth, was the common 
ſorrovy of the earth , euen in ſcriprure it {elfe, To 
the {tubborne; ſharp , and ſtern : againſt aduerſa- 
ries;fierce, and braue, And if the {ubieQts in the pro- 
uinces were vnworthehe violated , or villanouſly 
entrearted , it was not becauſe the lave allovwed it, 
For the greateſt Magiſtrate, during his whole time 
abroad, might receiue nothing of guitt, but hay, 
fower beds, «nd woodfor fireing, towards his prouiſi- 
ons; and C1c E Ro glories,that hee tooke norall 
chem neicher, when hee was proconſul in C i x 1- 
C 1 1. There neuer was any common weale which 
more diligentlie prouided againit wrongs, and ra- 
pines then the R oO M A N, or which more ſeucre- 
lie puniſht them. The times, cuenof Tis R1- | 
v 5, rarelic happie for the prouinces herein. Þ x 1- 
| L 0 (who himſelfe was an eye-witneſle, and a par- 
taker ofthe benefit) doth excellently note it in his 
AVILLIvs FLACCys, Butthe quieteſtate of 
the R OMAN-BRITANNS, and the thriving 
condition of their arts, and trades vnder N E& & 0, 
was ſodeinlie blaſted by the ſcandalous, and wret- 
ched iniquitie of ſomeof the predominant (as it

of the whole, that TRanqQviLLys ſpeakes of 
BRITA N N) as loſt for the time.

The cauſes of the grandreuolt. Boadicia's quar- 
rel the chiefe. 


He reaſons which drewe the BxiTANnNSsS 
i riſe, and attemptche maſlacre of the R 0- 

MANS were great and many. Profound 
contemptot N «x & © was the firſt. For that did 
chieflieembolden the R oMANS to doe wrong, 
and drauethe ſufferers to deſpaire of an orderlie re- 
dreile. To gouerne with the opinion of iuſtice, 
keepes officers from preſuming, and thereſt of ſub- 
ieas from ruin by ryſing. Dio (aman ofa moſt 
honourable place, and a like minde) aſſignes two 
principal cauſes which prepared theBrR1TANNS 
for an open hoſtilitie. The confiſcation of goods, and 
(1 bluſh ro write it)Seneca's cruel vſuries. For whereas 
CLavpivsCxzsaRk(which concernesthe firſt 
point of the two) had gracioully forgiuen ſuch for- 
feitures and ſeiſures as belonged to him in right of 
his conquering ſword (NENNIvs, the ancient 
BR1TANN, Writes, that they were rhe tributes 
themſelues) or had otherwiſe beſtowed Jarge 
ſummes vpon the chiefe among them; and for thar, 
as for an a& of celeſtiall bounty; was honourd as a 
god, while as yer aliue, CaTvs DEcianvs, 
NEeRosProcuratorinB R1TAN N, contended, 
that extremity oughtto be purſued , norwithitan» 
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ding any (howe of ditcharge, or plea of pardon,and 
notwithſtanding good CL a V Þ 1 v > had cauſed a 
Decreeof the SENATE to Ppalle for ſtrengrbning 
the fauours hee had done: thereby ro inuethe more 
ro yeeld themelues. A ſolemne wile cuſtome of the 
RomMaNSs, to winn ypon the firſt with fauour, 
and bumanitie, as they did of old in GaLL 1 4, 
where they ſtyled the Z& Þ v 1, their tellowes, co- 
ſens, and brothers. On the other fide ANNays 
SENECA (NERoschiete counicilour) hauing 
a ſtocke going hereat vie, of about two hundred 
and fittie thouſand pounds ſterling, {odeinlie calls 
in his moneyes, (the loan whercot had been thrutt 
vponthe BRITANNS, Whether they would or 
no)wherc arebellion would ſooner diichargedebts, 
then exhauſted meanes could, Yer this is hee(© 
ſtrange) who cryed out, when hee was at ritcheſt, 
How vnknowne a good is pouertie | But D1 © is {u- 
{pected by ſome of themoſt noble clarks of our age, 


as ſomewhat roo vnequall to the honour, and me- 


morie of famous SEN E C 4, the{harpeſt witt of 


Ro ME, There are other iniuries named, which 
concerned the commons, and the relt ingenerall; 
which touchtby TacitvsinhsAGRICOL A, 
did principallie conſiſt in the abufive aſienation of 
rates, and the carriage of corne for the armies. But 
ifone onely iniurie had beene forborne, the com- 
mon grieuances (now the blathers of rebellion, and 
euermore vied to bee blowyne-our with words to 
their vttermoſt widenefſe, when the dilcontented 
mcete) might perhaps haue fighed-our themlelues 
without any Champion, to wage a warren their 
behaltc.Butin the perſon of a Princeal thenarion is 
{trucken; and wrongs done to a chicte are interpre- 
ted by friends and followers as their ovyne. Among 
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all the Bx1TANNsS there was not any of this 
time ſo eminent as the Dovvager of Þ & - 
SYTAGVSs,late king of the I © Ex1. Her name 
in antiquirie 1s very varioullic written, One and 
the ſame woman being m Tacirtvs, Bo- 
ODICIA, BovDICEA, and Voapica, 
whoisin Dro, Bovnpvic a, and perhaps 
in Campexns BrRiTisSH momies, Bopyvo. 
Her husband wiule hee liued, remained in amy 
with the R o Mt A N 5,as a ſocial king : and hauing 
firſt deuiled his kingdometoindtly ro Ne & o, and 
his daughters, he deceaſed. TheBR1TANN 5 ex- 
cluded neither ſex from the crovyne, and it vwas the 
reſtators meaning, that Is daughrers,hauing C »- 
S A R for their guardian, and hee tor his tauour ha- 
uing a childes part, thould either bee Queenes of 
their ovwne ſhares, or in coparcenerig at-er their 
mother. For both by her ovvne words in her orarti- 
onin Tacirys, it ſeemes that ſhee reputed the 
kingdome hers, andin D 1 o it is expreſ]y ſaid,thar 
(hee gouerned in chiefe as {oueretgn, ar the time of 
her taking the held; _ farrefs can be gathered 
by all the marks of her ſpirit) euen then allo when 
the king her husband liued. Fut the daughters(poore 
ſillie ladies) found a forrie partner-thip, where the 
lion was to makethepartit.on ForN E R 05 cap- 
taines,and officers,exerciſcd intollerablelicence,the 
pallace of PRasvTAGys their father, as allo 
his ritches (which were great and long in gathe- 
ring) together with his whole realme, not receiued 
into cuſtodie for the good of the orphans,nor N e- 
R O's part laid out asa bequeſt or legacie , bur that 
which was theirs ran{ackt and ſpoild as boot. 
They alto of the bloud roial, the kinſmen of che 


king, were no berref accounted of then as priſoners 
O 2 raken 
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| taken in warre; inthe nature ot bondmen,or (laues. 
| A moſt grieuous poinR, and yet tlill worler was 
feared, Princes (by the fortune of their ſoucreigne | 
fun&ion ) doe oftentimes bearc the name of the 
crimes which others commit. Theſe foulc ones 
preſling for the firſt place, were our-gone by other 
more villanous. Forthe princclic ſiſters ( whether 
by force or traud ) were irreparablie diſhonoured 
in their bodies, andBoaovpic i a her lelte (their 
moſt vnfor:unate mother) full of moſt iuit griefte, 
and vvrath, and fullofall the rempeſtuous paſlions 
which nobilitie embaſed, or nature violated can 
ſuggeſt, did bleed & {mart vnder whips, and cutting 
laſhes. Thirthe CORNELIANANNAL $ fig- 
nifie; worthie of beliefe againſt the writers narion, 
But D 1 o (who is thought but to haueparaphraſed 
vpon Tac1rTvs inthis ſtorie) hath no ſuch par- 
ticular, neither rouching the Dowager, nor her 
daughters, G11 0D as certainlic who was himſelfe 
a2Bk1TANN,andlinedinB = 1 T a 1nwhenhis 
miſerable countreymen had reaſonto wiſhthe R 0- 
M 4x5 here againe, is highlie diſpleafed, calling 
her(ftorof Boopic 1 a hecis thoughtto mean) 
a craftie deceitfull lioneſſe, guilty of the murther of thoſe 
who were leftto gouerne her.She her {cltc in her ſpeech 
to her army complaines, that euen old age was not 
free from the luſt ofthe laſciuious R o wt a nx 5; as if 
her ſelte had beenethatway wronged alſo, But the 
would not haue concealed it; and in D 1 o ſhe doth 
not appeare old,or decayd,but a ſtrong and perfe& 
woman. Her piQure hangs vp there in ſuch words 
as ſhowethe perſon of ſome martial Bofle, or A- 
MAZONIAN Giamefle, 
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The perſon and qualitie of the warlick widdowe curi- 
ouſlie deſcribed. 


OAaD1cra's bodie(that Lmay aduance her 
B imageto the life in the cop of this hiſtoric)was 
bigg,and burlie, or rather huge ; which ſome 
(tranſlatingtheGR Et E x into L a T 1 N)nocthink- 
ing to beea fitparcell inthe bill of a ladies-praile, 
hauerurncd tall. Her face naturallic 200d, and full 
of dignitic, was of purpoſe fet to the qualitie of 
thepreſent {eruice, atter a moſt (euere and ſerious 
:anner. Which moued famous D 1 o to hangſ 8:- 
oveordr1] an epithet ofſuch an ambiguous ſence vp- 
on t1er countenance, as like a double picture repre- 
ſents her diuerſlicto a Giuerle vnderſtanding ; ex- 
cellencly comely, or incomparable terrible. Her 
complexion veriefaire. Which who will wonder 
atin a Ladie bornein BR1TA1 1.47 Her copious 
trelles dangling in compatle farre beneath her | 
watte, were ot a moſt bright yellowe, And though 
by hercolour her conſtitution might ſeemeto bee 
cold, yet her doings declared, that choler had the 
| maiſtrie in her, euen vntodeceit and aduſtion. Her 
lookes molt eager, ſharpe , and piercing. An ar- 
gument perhaps that her eyes vere diſproportio- 
nablieſmall;andthat wasaſigne (if arriſts errenot) 
of fraud and cruelty, They exemplihe in the foxe, 
and bear, Nature finallieto makethe conſort of her 
properties complete, furniſht her with an alarum- 


bellfor the countrey, and a deadlie knell for thou- 
Hands; i 
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ſands;atongueas harſh,and rolling as her ſelfe was 
high and great, Her husband a potent king, Her 
progenitors kings in BRITAIN, Nor among

them any one more lkeliero be hers, then mightic 


Cass18BEL 1 NEE himſelfe, Certainlie ſhe deriues 
(in X1yHILINES ſumme) to the expulſion of 
Iviivs CzsSAR,astoafattand glorie, delcen- 
ded hers. The R o m AN 5s incexcuſcable to them- 
lelues, while in contempt of her ſex they coupleto 
the pride of oppreſſion, thedull,and blinde abſurdi- 
tic of keeping no watch ypon her.

Of Suetonius Paxllinus,Nero s Licuetenant in Britain : 
and of his defigne againſs Angleſey. 


NVs, who commanded in chiete ouer all the 
Roman forcesin BR1TAIN as heutenant 
for NE & ©, was far offin theile of Mon a, or 
ANGLESEY, vpona moſt carneſt defire to an- 
nex it tothe reſt of the empire. Which miniſtred to 
theBRITAN NS both an occalion and meanes of 
revenge, and was tothe widowe an aduantage di- 
uerle wayes. For beſides that ſome part of the army 
did necefſarilic attend him in that {eruice (which 
muſt needes leauetheprouince ſomewhat the wea- 
ker) his perſon was not onely abſcnt, but thoſe 
things allo withoutthe whicheucn his preſence had 
beene tolittle purpoſe, Anention, circumſpeQion, 
the awe of ſouercignauthoritic,and whatſoeuer elle 
are reſtrain&s in common ſenſe ypon the ynſure, 
and 
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and fickle, and which ſhould alſo have beene in his 
deputies to the purpole of ruling the (ubieQs , were 
no lefle away with him then hee himſelfe. This 
great ROMAN Senatour ( for after B o 4- 
DICE 4, it is reaſon to ſpeake of him, her aduer- 
farie vanquuiſher) was a ſoldier of fo victorious e- 
minencie, as wellin AFRICA aSinALB1oON, 
that he commonly went reported as a match for 
martiall worth toNexro's kinſman, Co xk 8 y- 
L 0; betyycen whom in their times the globe of 
warlicke gloricleemed to moue.None of the ſafeſt 
commendations vnder ſuch a feeble prince,whoſe 
ignoble lite was the clearer ſeenethereby, Þ a v = 
LINY s{oableinobſeruation, and ſo wakefull in 
ſtudie, that PL1N41E (who afterwards ſaw him 
Conlul)doth cite him as a worthie author.So farre 
trom ralh,that he was narurallie a prolonger. Arro- 
cant ncuerthelelſe, and ſowr, in his owne caſe ( as 
TacirysnoteshminhsAGricora)when 
once he had gotten the vpper hand, Which vices 
of minde, are fta;niliar to armed might , and are as 
ratele found ſeueral trom deeplie muſing and rar- 
dy natures. The ſeraancs ot glorie doenot alwaies 
ſec the moral helpesthey need, Nothing could pre- 
uent thole blemiſhes but temperance, 'I wo yeares 
time hee had alrcadieſpent in Ba1Tain with 
proſperous luccefle.But becauſe the ile of M o a, 
by the common benefit of fuch a ſituation, was a 
kinde of naturall fortrefle, as well to the natiucs,as 
tothole other of the enemies who fled,he re{olued 
to makeirthe chiefe worke of that ſummer to con- 
quer it,that common libertie might haue no refuge 
any where. An enterpriſe full of dithculne, both in 


relpe& of the mightic barrs whuch high and crag- | 


gic mountaines laid in the way, and of che falt 
narrow 
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narrow channell of Me xa 1, which made that 
ſhire an iland. Bur the loue of glorie ſmoothed all 
with him to his hand, For, a-cording to the viuall 
laying; xotbing ſeemes bard to the willing.

Suetonins being abſent pon the conqueſt of Angleſey, 
what Roman forces , and friends refided behinde 
for a ſtay, and where. 


Vr leaſt thedeſire of renowne might appeare 

to bee blinde ambition rather then wiſe cou- 

rage, hee lefc both the prouince, and borders 
full of legionarie {oldiers, and of their aides, For he 
is no diſcreet commander, whoſe lookes are onelie 
forward, and not like a bi-fronts, both wayes. 
Three men are named to haue remained behinde 
with command, CarTysDEeclianys princi- 
pal, as being the ſteward, atrorney, or auditor ge- 
neral of CxsaRs profits in BRITAain, The 
Romans calld fuch a man Procuratour, 
NERoOs vaſt riots needed vnconſcionable ſup- 
plies. And Ca Tv $,togratihe thoſe ends at his 
proper enuie, inſtrumenrallie conuerted the I c x-

Vt all the care which PavLLinvs tooke 
could not make vp the want of his perſonall 
preſence. In the worth of 1v1ae ons: man a- 
lonethere is tomerimeſo much weight. This ab= 
{ence theretore of theR o 1 a Nv Generall was inter- 
preted by Boay1ciaandtheBRIiTANN s, as 
a benefit ſent from heauen, becauſe ir remoucd the 
difficultic of aflembling : the tirſt degree alwayes 
of a rebellion, next after the invvard matrer is inclj- 
nable. [Therefore at their meeting, the prime thing 
which they gratularedtorhemſelues was , that they 
mer, though it were in greateſt ſecrecie as their e- 
ſtare, and caule required. And to quicken their da- 
rngst0an headlong, and deſperateextremitie,they 
vpbraided ro themſclues in deceſtation, as if they 
were men who could doe any thing rather then dye for 
their countrey. A notion, or common place of in- 
citement moſt apt to fire the bloud ; In which ſenſe 
TacirTtvshathit,andSAavir es; who was an- 
other TaciTtys for grauitic and judgement, 
Some haue turnd the keen edge of that ſentence by 
turning it quite contrarie thus ; as if tbey were men 
who knew not to doe any thing elſe but onelie to dis for 
their countrey. The wrongs, and diſhonors, which 
the moſt noble authors ſuſtain ofrentimes by many 
cranſlatours, are infinite and intollerable. Scarce 
one booke among one hundred honeftlie done,and 
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not oneofone hundred exaalie. Bur toour preſent 
taske, The forvwardnelle of the Dowwager Queene 
vnlockt all hearts and rongues among themlelues; 
and while each onelayes open his griefes(whichin 
relling kindle) or would for companies lake ſeeme 
to haue caule(as in ſuch cales it cuermore happens ) 
they all agree together to riſe in armes with her, 
As tor the {worne couenants betweene the R 0- 
MANS,andthe BaITANN 5s (which D 1 © calls 
their Symbafies) as allo the Senates decree fortheir 
confirmation, by vertue whereof they had titleto a 
lavytull redrefle, they were all broken-through as 
cobwebs.

N this famous place, CLavopivs Casar 
had planted that colonie of old ſoldiers ( as an 
help tor curbing the rebellious , and a mean to 
informe, and faſhion others in the duties of lavves) 
whereof there 1s mention before. But this in- 
tention, by the faulr of the nevy inhabitants, fell 
out quire o:herwile, For being bur lately brought 
thittier, they did not onely thruſt the natives our of 
their owne permitted dvvellings,and diſpofleſt them 
of other lands then ſuch as vpon ſuruey had already 
been allotted by the publicke othcers to eucry ſold- 
er in particular,(according tothe cuſtome )but ſhar- 
pened theſe wrongs with reuilings, terming them 
capriues, andlaues, Wherein they foulic miſtooke. 
Forthe BRITANNS were conguerd to yeeld, and 
not to bee trod ypon. Force had mailtred their 
ſtrengths, bur naturall indignation remained. 
ST RAB © therefore foretold the truth, that if yio- 
lence were vied to the BrRiTANxNs, there would 
bee danger. In the meane while, looke how many 
the old {oldiers, ſo many new Lords there vere. 
For the younger ſort (oft whom there was for a 
kinde of garrifon, a (lender band) partlie through 
likenetle 
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MALODVNVM felt the firſt great  miſchiefe of 
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likenelle of manner 5.andp partlic in hope ofthe ſame 


| licencioulnelle, did foothe, and vphold the older 


in their madnelſe. This bred ſo deepe an hatred in 
the hearts of the natural CamatloDvNIaNs 
and of their countreymen, the TxiNoBANTS 
about, as it {e:rerliedrevy them to ſide with B o 4a- 
DIC1a; ſo much the rather, becauſe they ſaw it 
was not a [hort bondage which they were likelic to 
vndergoe, butin thepurpoſe of the Romans a 
perpetual. For whither the word which I a c 1- 
TV $ victh inthis caſe, were an altar, or anearnett 
of tyrannie,vvhither ara, or elſe arrha, or ( as V a- 

LENS ACIDALYS readsit)arx, chasl ;s roſay, a 
capitall fort, or keep of oppreſſion, the TR 1N 0- 
B A N T 5 could neuer calt their eyes vpon therem- 
plevtCLAavDpivserected among them, bur as 
vpon a dedication of their {eruitude to perpetuitie. 
CaMALODYNY Mtheſtandingcourt or palace- 
roiall of their kings, while CvxNoszetLINE li- 
ued, was now becomethe center of pleaſant retire- 
ments for the RoMaANs, not the rendeuous of 
their power. Andrhough it ſtood as farre remoued 
from all open enemies asthe eaſterne ſea vwould ſut- 
ter, yet did that remple, vnder the colour of cere- 
nonmes, {ucke andengorge the ritches of the B R 1- 
rANNS, not as atemple, but as if jr had becne a 
gulph, or indraughrt of the neighbour O c x aN. 
The-onelie worſhip of ſuch a kinde of dietie as 
CLavpivs, the principall cauſe to ripen the 
wrath of God, and to haſten fearctull vengeance. 
Theoutward ſtate of the towne ſeemed neuerthe- 
lefle very flouriſhing, For, beſides the old palace, 
and other the buildings of the Bx1TANNs (for 
theRowaNs (fithS1G o x1v 5)did not vieto 
deſtroy the buildings they found) it had a ſenate-

For thecelonic lay open on all ſides, the better to 
enioy tree walkes, and aer about, though 1: had 
notalwayes done 0, For this was therow ne which 
CLavDivsalaulted, and tooke, and whole i- 
mage he repreſented ina mock-fight at R ow x. 
TRANQVILLYS cannot bethuught to meane 
it ofany other. Theold ditches theretore fild with 
the ramparts thrown in, andall the fortifications 
rated atcer it was vwunne, yet fatetie. was not alto- 
ge het negledted,though pleaſure was rather {ought 
then ſtrength. ir had no trench, no paliſado, nor o- 
ther defence about it ſeife,butit had the maieſtie of 
theR o w1 a 0 name(a reputed wall of brafle) the 
awe of a freſh conqueſt, and ſuncrie ſtrengths 
(though many nules oft) inthe marches, or pale of 
the prouince(euidentinthe AGRIC O La of Ta- 
Cc1TVv5)wherethe R o a a N garriſons watche, 
and warded 1n caſtles, ſconces, and other prefidia. 
repla es. Thelc together with the ſmall force of 


| ſoldiers mentioned before, were the hopes vpon 


which the colonic relyed againſt all ſodein inroads 
or commotions, as the hope of thole ſoldiers con- 
lifted in the ſtrength of thetemple. Which chough 
at other times they might haue beene competent, 


yetnow were vaine. For Byunpvc a ſuddenlie

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| aſſailing ſuch otherofthe R © M4 4 x ſoldiers as lay

M A N partie there,vpon the firſt appearings of dan- 
| ect, had ſentrtoCaTvs DEcianvs forſome 
alliſtance, bur hee ( asſo bad a man mult needes ) 
miſdoubting his ownecale, onelic ſpared rwo hun- 
dred ſoldiers, andthole not fullic armed, Thecolo- 
nic itſelfe, with their wines, children, ſeruants, all 
| | ſorts of tradeſmen (as in agreat flouriſhing corpo- 
| ration) and their families, could not amount to ſo 
tew in all as tenne, ortyventie thouſand ; chough it 
was a colonie of but about tenne yeares ſtanding. 
*T AMD EN faith it was thacLraue, and noble legi- 
on, rhe fourteenth, ſurnamed Gemina MartiaVittrix, 
which CLavdivys planted here, and of the 
word Viftrix ſtyledrhe whole colonic Vifricenſian. 
T his may be {o; forthough wee findea fowr-entb 
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legion in the field with SyE TONIvSPayr- 
LIN v Sat the ouerthrow of BoapD1C1a, yer 
might the numbers be new, though the name con- 
tinued. For by ſuffeftion, or ſupplie, they lengrhe- 
ned out the names of fortunate legions, not onely 
farre beyond the age of a man, but of many ages al. 
{o;as a ſhip, which though by new trimmings, and 
frequent reparations, it beenorthe ſame in ſtuffe, 
yet is the very ſame in opinion, by reaſon of the 
name remaining. And this kinde of entire plancati- 
on was ſutable with the antient cuſtome of the 
RowaNs, which(as Tac1Tvs notes, and 
commends) was of whole legions, with their cap- 
taines, and officers. Euery R o w4 a N colonic an 


mage of R 0M E their mother. Culavoiys am 


birious to imirate the beſt and oldeſt, Bur the colo- 
nie (how populous ſoeuer) was maniteſtlie weake 
in all reſpcAs; for theſeantient warriours had a- 
bandoned the vie of armes, and being ouer-mel- 
lovy witheaſe and pleaſure, held itenough to walke 
vp and dovyn with warders,or trunchecons in their 
hands. A faſhion of honour ( ſandh Lies1vs) 
which was common to them by ſpeciall priuiledge 
with captaines,to whom alone it did regularlie be- 
long. Old, and young, the teebleand the able,men, 
and women, as ina time of deep peace, mingled to- 
gether, The Bx1TANNs who were natiues of 
the citic (for colonies were reputed cities) alwayes 
couert enemies, and ouert novv, 1oyne to their par. 
te The foldiers lceing no hope left for a common 
defence, quit the {treets, and market-place, and 
throngdthemſclues vp within thegreattemple,nei- 
ther ſafe in the vencration of CLavpiv s,asa 
ſanQuarie (though che temples of the Cxs ans 
were ſan&tuaries) nor in their {mall forces. The 
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' nameotNER0, the preſent cimperour, void of 

honour, Their onely athance this ; that it they 
could maintaine the gates,and batrlemients,till P x- 
TILLIVs CEREALIScamein with his legion, 
they might perhaps eſcape, No third courle could 
be deuiſed (tor the enemie would not parlea ) and 
this was triuolous. ForB © A b 1 c 1 a becommiung 
miſtreſlc of all the towne atan initant,did fodeinlie 
lacke, or fire whatſocuer lay without the walls of 
the temple. The allault whereof was neuer inter- 
mitted nll it was wunne; which hapned vpon the 
lecond day of the fiege. All went to wracke there- 
in, as in the reſt, Sword, furic, and fre concurr-d 
in the execution. There was nothing R 0 M A N, 
which force rooke not away, or reuenge deuoured 
not. CAMALODVNVM, vVnfortunate in her 
kings, and colonie, though very fortunate in the 
bleſſings of a leate, was thus betraid , and deſtroid 
rogether. Neuertheleflethe commoditic of ſituati- 
on gaue it lite againe very foone after : for euenin 
PL 1N1E stimeit was atowne of ſpeciall note. In 
our dayes, the antient name is not ſhorter by the 
ſyllables which Mar Dp o x wants thereof, then 
the place it ſelfe 1s ſhort of the former gloriezthough 
it otherwiſe bea faire, and a famous borough. 
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Petilius Cerealis comming tardie t6 the reſcue, is en- 
countred ypon the way by Boadicia , and put 
fo flight. 


He Br1TANNs were lo fleſht with this 

bloudie handl(el,thatB o a v1 c 1 azhcaring 

howPETILIVs CEREALIS, and the 
ninth legion, ouer which hee commanded, were 
marching vp for chedeliuerance ofthe colonie,they 
could not but haue cauſe to deride his too late ap- 
proach for bringing fuccour to his felloyyes; and 
to gratulate rothemſelues,that hee ſought for a mil: 
chiefe roo ſo0nc. Theretore while they greedily 
catchtatreuenge, as 1t they would fore-lay, ortake 
it before hand vp, they gladlie ſet forward to his in- 
rerceprion. A rathnetlein CEREarLis, with fo 
greata dilproportion of numbers to encounter the 
firſt heates of an huge incenſed multitude, and cen- 
{ured for ſuch by his Generall, PAviLinvs. 
Neither was B o A 01 © 1 4 decciued in her hopes, 
For all the probable meanes of information being 
cutoftfromC x & & A L 15 together with the colo- 
nie, [hee meets him vpon much the more aduan- 
tage, gluing in vpon his {quadrons with ſo round 
and home a charge, thar vrrerlie vnableto reſiſt, he 
was beaten from his ground,and compelledto flye 
away vpon the (purre, with onely his croups of 
horſe, The infanterie ofthe legion,thus left naked, 
and immediatclicouerlaid, was driuento theearth, 
and cut in pieces, not any one taken to metcie. 
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That all the R o 1 a N foormen which werethen 
in the field, loft cheir lines 1s cuident, bur that they 
were more then two thouſand may bee doubred, 
becauſe the very ſame number ( 7500 rhouſand ſt) 
was ſoone after {ent ouer hither by N E R O, tOhall 
vp the breach of that vnluckie legion. They of the 
ſame vwhowerenotinthe held withCerEALLS, 
ſerued tomanthecamp,andro ſee ro things behind. 
SonecelJaric a poin& of prouiderice , that other- 
wife they had peritht all, For it will cafilie bee 
thought that the BRITANNs purſued cloſe, 
Bur he riding for his life, got within the trenches, 
and by their helpe was ſafe. Which kinde of ſpea» 
kinginT a c 1T v 5s, ſatisfies mee, thatCERE 4- 
i, 15 \vasnota dayes 1ourney from his carpe, and 
that the BRITANNS attempred to enter vpon 
the luckier remaines of thelegion,but preuailed nor, 
Hitheralſo is therealon of B © a Þ 1 c 1 4's change 
of courle to be drawvne.For to linger aboutthe win- 
ning of forts, and hard places (which as yet was 
vaine) being found to be lotle, the counſell alters. 
in ſted whereof, as a more compendious way to 
their purpoles, they fall ypon ſuch other places as 
had the tarteſt booties, and leaſt defences, Men (as 
they are delcribedin TAcirTyvs) greedie, and 
glad of pillage, but of all other long toils of warre 
impatient, Lo herethe naturall ſpirit of the cumul.- 
ruous multitude, whoſe proper {cope is to grow by 
robberie, and not ro reſtore common freedome, 
For of that noble defire they generallie haue no 


| feeling, becauſe their more part hath no honeſty, 
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Catus Decianus Nero's procurator, leanes Britain 
without leaue.

ſerued hatred of the I c £ N1 againſt C a- 

Tvs De c1anvs,among whom hee had 
exerciſed his couctouſnetle, and crueltie, ftrooke 
ſuch an affright, as hee durſt notabide any longer, 
but ſped ouer-ſea into G A LL 1 4. Thereis nothing 
{o bad, or baſe, which vnderſtood to be ſpoken of 
a couetous wretch or coward, will not readily bee 
beleeued by others, Therefore itis not hardto per- 
(wade, that hee vvas the caule of allthoſe moleſta- 
tions which SvETONIVS PAVLLINYS af- 
rerwards {ufferd by the meanes of [Iv LIvs CL as: 
SICIANVS. For CaTvs (towhom CLAass1- 
C1AN lucceeded in office) poiloning the credit of 
PAVLLINYS, With all the ill reporrs hee could,

not one of them weretrue; which as CLAss 1- 
c 1 4 M might vrgein writing to dilgrace the times 
of PAViLINYVS, fomight Tacitvs finde, 
D 1 o did not thinkeher words in thoſe poin&ts cre- 
d ble ; for hce could not then hauc omitted them 
without blame. Thar TAacirtys ſhould onely 
tell of the {courgings, and not ſpecihe the caule is 
itrange. But he doth little other in the caſe ot king 
T1GRAXNES, whowas Put to death vnder T 1- 
BE R1V5S. That ſovehement a louer of popular 
parcie as he, could haueſo reuerent a conceipt of 
roiall naicitic as to thinke that no caule was lutfici- 
ent to jultihe the violation even of vnderling prin- 
ces (luchas T1IGRANES, and Boapicia) 
and that hee might therefore forbeare to inſert the 
reaſon, is by no meanes credible. All that occurs 
ro me as the molt likely cauſe why the centurions, 
and ocher the rauenous, and outragious officers of 
N z & 0, laid violent hands vpon her, is meerely 
this, tha: it was an efteR of their quicke, or Ccapti- 
0.5 {ence of ner words, ypon expoſtulations in her 
palace, and kingdome, when they oppreſſed her.

Swetonius Paullinus, ppon the newes of Boadicia's re- 
bellion, came in haſte from Mona to Londos. 
VV one fide of BRITAIN, SYETO NI- 

vs PAVLLINVYVStheRomaxGe- 
nerall, was buſicd atthe oppoſite other, As that 
maitſter of a tannl:e, who while hee {eckes a farre 
ott roenlarge the teat of his abode with more out- 
houles, beholds his maine dvvellings on a blaze in 
their remoreſt parts. He had therefore ſcarce tiniſhe 
the conquelt of the ile of Ml o x 4, andlet light in 
throughour theſamegby tell-ng, the bloudy groues 
of the Dgvios, when the newes of this grand re- 
uolt violentlic pluckr the fruir of his freſh victories 
out of his hands. Other labours aske his attendance 
now, and other cares.But they not ſuch asto make 
him wholly negligeatot Moxa,vpon which hepla- 
ced garriſons.Great ones vndoubtedlie,contidering 
the remortenes of place,thedithculty of relieuing,the 


wayes almoſt impailible;enermes round abour,who 


though bur very larelic ouercome, yet were itrong- 
lie 


Hile theſe things were in doing at the 
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lie re-encouraged by che: exampleotBoapicia,. | 
That he afterwards withdrew thoſe prefidiaric tor- 
ces (the yron yoake of varre) is very apparent. For 
Taciry selſewhere faith, that PaviLitinys 
was re-alled from the potlefſion of M ox a, by 
the nevves of the BRITANN 5 ryling: andpotlel. 
ſion 1s not otherwile to be ynderſtood to bee kept 
in ſuch a caſe, but by maintayning forces vpon the 
conquered Ld H:s danger allo did ſhortle need 
that he ſhould call vnto him all the helpe he could.

Which may alſo well bee 
true according torealon; though C x s A r $ coin- 
mentaries, and ſuch as follovwy him in them may 
leeme to interre the contrarie; as if none of the 
B&1rT ANN s hadany other rownes, but woods oy 
thickets, ditchr, and banckt about.

SENATE ofRoME toauthoriſe the title, and 
rights; their numbers appearing to bee alreadie ſuf- 
ficient for ſupport of the charge,and dignitie, They 
therefore and theirfellovves the nacural Bxiranns, 
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together witch the ordinaric ſequels of their per- 
ſons, and protcilions,vvho dwelt therein, ammoun- 
ted ro an extraordinaric mulrt:tude, which made the 
place not more populous then tull of houſes, For the 
proportion of habitations an{yveres the proporti- 
on of inhabitants. How many the Lo x» 0- 
NERS were of either kinde, is a matter lefle known, 
then how far cucry way the buildings went, which 
neither could be narrow, nor ignoble; butlarge as 
forcopious merchants,& magnihcentas for magni- 
fhco's. For, as the moſt learned CarRoLyvs Sr- 
G ON1v 5s obſcruesoutof CiceE Ro, the gentle- 
men, and knights of R 0 wt E,dealt in merchandiſe 
at home, and abroad,and were members of thecol. 
ledge of Mercurie, whoſe ſtatelic ſeate was vpon 
mountCAP1T0oO LINE itlelfe,and whole limbs, 
and parts were ipread through the R 0M ax 
world. One ofthe ſuburbsof Ne rt 0's Loxp on 
abutred vpon the helds whichare at this day ter- 
med of the neighbour Spitele, as N t k 0's coigns, 


and the coigns of other emperours dig'd vp there, 


among the monuments of the dead, doe abundant- 
lie witnelle, The very bignefleoft LoxpoN a 
cauſe why PAVLLIN v 5s forlooke itthe rather;as 
hauing not men enough to keepe it. So antient a 
citie of the BRITANNS; the ſame in like fort fo 
new a ſcat ofthe ciuill Romans, could neither 
want temples, bains, aquzdu&s, courrs of counſel, 
and iuſtice, nor other publicke workes to render ir 
complete in it {elfe, and a farre-off worth the behol- 
ding.

BELGICKk)and whatloeuer ſtuffe, or prouſt- 
onsSSVETONIVSPAYVLLINYS 1 his aſpi- 
ring ſpirit, might deſigne fora triumphall, or an 0- 
uant ſhoweatR oM E., His care toreach to L o xN- 
D © N beforethe cruell rebells, an argument of the

0 the rebels, 


Ordidthe place feeme of lefſe importance 
toSVETONIVS PAVLLINY Shimlfelf, 
who (all other buſinefleler apart)vnderwent 
ſo much paine, and perill, to reach and keepe it.But 
L1Ps1v s not without cauſe complaines of the 
many wants and imperte&ions of narration in this 
noble piece of the CorRNEL1AaN Annals; the 
blame whereof hee principallie caſts (as common- 
ly ellwhere) vpon tranſcnbers, who while they 
ſhould haue giuen vs true copies, haue otherwiſe v- 
(ed their pleaſures in them, contrarie to faich , and 
othce , For in a matter which had ſomewhat in it 
of a wonder, totell vs nothing but the name of the 

T2 vertue 
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vertue by which PAVLLIN v $ wrought,to bring 
himſelfe from Mona toLo x box, yeeclds llen- 
der {atisfaion, Buriflome part ot his aduentures; 
and {ome particulars of his carriage had been with- 
all vnfolded, the competent reader(whole proper- 
lic the iudgement1s)could of himſelfe have gathe- 
red out of them, whither it was conſtancie,or raſhneſſe 
inthe Rox an Generall, to march through the 
midle of his enemies. Which heroicke ation, as 
now it {tands declared , may rather {ceme of one 
who had gotten a ring, or receipt,to qualife him 
with a gliding inufibtlitie, then his who tollowed 
tizhtreaſon, the onely true guide of valour, More- 
ouer ao; it would nor haue beene impertinent, but 
very fanisfacorie , and vicfull , to haue reucaled 
what kindes of ſoldiers, and how many went with 
him in guard along; where they reſted ypon the 
way; and among what ſeuerall nations; as X E N 0- 
P HON in his excellent bookes of Cyr vs his 4/- 
cenſe hath done. But the law of ANNALS, re- 
quires no ſuch exaQnelle, being properlie nothing 
clic but ſummaries, or narrow regiſters, I for my 
part am glad to behold ſo many poinRs, andglim- 
merings of facts remainingin Tac1irtys for ac- 
compluhing our countreyes hiſtoric in this moſt 
memorable parcell. In him therefore wee finde the 
ſubict matterofP AVLL IN v s his main dehbera- 
tion at L o x Þ © X; his doubtfulnefle what to re- 
ſolue; his generall muſfters chere; his ſcantnefle of 
numbers; the capitall motiue of his warineſle, his 
hall determination , and execution thereof, The 
queſtion in counſell was; whither bee ſhould chooſe 
and vſe London for the ſeat of warre or otherwiſe aban- 
donit. Before the propolure whereot it rauſt necel- 
larily precede, that he reſolued with himlelfe, nor 
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to i/ſue out to fight with Boadicia; And both theſe 
points were principally grounded vponthe know. 
ledge of weakenctle in ctheR o w a N partie, dilco- 
uerd afrer his entrance at the muſters,To perfvyade 
a ſtay, the realons were great and many. The pre- 
ſeruation of ſo famous a place; the honour of the Roman 
name; the certaintie of aid from Nero ; the danger of a 
retreat; the neceſſitie of gining a ſtop to Boadicia's furie. 
Bur without ſome competent proportions of forces, 
he was varnd by the freſh dilaſterofP eT1L1vs 
CEREAL1 5 not tohazardbartle, To authoriſe 
a deparcurethere wanted not arguments, and thoſe 
moſt weightte. For,vvherasSVETON1v $sPavi- 
LI NV $ had here appointed the generall aflemblie 
of his {ide, nov vpon a vievv taken, his troups and 
companies were not tound full, but infrequent, and 
thin, The main prop therefore of reſiſtance failed, 
which whither it wereby CaTvsDecianvs 
his example, fraud, or baſenefle,or otherwiſe, did 
howlſocucr happen, A more compulforie cauſe was 
waurt of corne,\vviuch D 1 o notes. For neither with- 
out {tore of mea could fo great a citie be defended; 
nor men be kept aliue without food, The fortune 
ot L o x Þ o-x thus hanging in ballance,and ſway- |. 
ing mainly downwards for the preſent, the newes | 
of BoaD1cia's terrible approach , draue them 
whither they would or no, to a round,and preſent 
reſolution. Thatſecing LOND ONcould notbe made good 
againſ} the preuailing rebels, who were now in their ruffe 
and vtmoſt brauery, the excellencie of theplace cowld be 
n0 colour why they (hould wilfullie periſh with it. The ho- 
nour of the Roman name was doublie ſafe , both by the 
monſtrous 04des now againſt them, and by a meere ne- 
ceſſitie- Beſides that, whenſoeuer they got the vpper- 
hand ag aine,honour would acknowledge old clients,and 
willing- 
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willinolic returne with aduantage. And though aid would 
certainlie arriue to relieue them befieged, it would bee 
more acceprable at Rome ſo to order things here in Bri- 
tain as not to need reliefe ; and if there ſhowld bee need, 
Nero s ſuccours would not come leſſe contentedlie to find 
their fellowes in an open field, then (hut vp within dit- 
ches, and fortifications, as in a kinde of diſhonourable 
pinfold. The danger of a retreat nothing comparable to 
the miſchiefe of a ſtay. And London was not loſt gratis, 
but did a ſeruice worth it ſelfe, if the ritches , and plea- 
ſures thereof could performe that for the preſent, which 
their armed powers were pnable to doe. The ſtop of Bo- 
adicia s furie much better to be made with onelie the for- 
runes of a place , then befides the loſſe of the beſt rowne 
with the remains alſo of all che Roman-Britann powers 
rogether in one. Nor could any goods periſh, which were 
| but ſack, or pillaged, and not quite deſtroid : for one vi- 
forie would recouer both all their owne things, and their 
enemies. It was therefore a loan or licence , rather then 
a deſperate debt, or ſbipwracke, to permit the rebells to 
make ſpoile, and bootie; and meerely a ſtale, or golden 
ball, juch as Atalanta ſtoops pnto. Therefore, while 
the greedie Boadicians ſpent their time in ſharing 
among themſelues the wealth of the moſt famous 
merchant-towne of Britain , the Roman partie 
ſbould haue opportunitie to gather head elſewhere, 
without the ſhame of an open flight,and with the certain- 
tie of making a ſecure retreat.Nor though Boadicta,per- 
ceining the ſcope, ſbould be willing to ſuſpend the ſack- 
age, and plie the purſuit, yet would ſhe not dare to vree 
it, becatſe the cardinall myſterie of her greatneſſe was 
licence to rob and ſteale This benefit among the reſt nor 
the leaſt, that euen time 1t ſelfe would abare the edge, 
and quaiuritie of the preſent miſchiefe , nothing violent 
being permanent;wayes would alſo be found, bow to ſun- 
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| of their partakings; nor ſhould Boadicia bee alwayes able

der the combined, thereby ro weaken the mightie knor: |

ro bold them together . And to imagine rhe very leaſt, yet 
the commoditie, to aſſemble, and enable the Roman par- 
tie, would vndoubredly follow; whereby the neceſſitie to 
fight [bould bring no neceſſitie ypon them of being ouer- 
come in fight, but a inſter hope of prenailing by the 
meanes of more prowiftons. Thus was Loxp ox 
heauily condemned to beeletr for thetime to the 
luits, or mercie of the rebells.ln execution of which 


{ad ſentence, the R o m4 a N Generall cauſed it to be 
proclaimed chroughthe city, that See muſt riſe and 
leaue the place, though not thepeople; for wholoe- 
uer would depart and partake with him the fortune 
of warre vnder the R o Mt A N name, and ſtandard, * 
ſhould be r<ccruicd, the reſt vponthis warning were | 
otherwiie to prouide for themlelues ſo well as they | 
could, cither by abode, orablence. The L o x o 0+ | 
N E R 5, thecoinfort of wholeliues, and hopes rely- | 
ed vpon the iflue of this counſell of warre, tooke | 
deſperation inatthe ſamecareat whichtheſenewes | 
did enter. | he wofull eſtate, and face of a people | 
and things, after (uch a proclamation, cannot eali- | 
lie be imagined. Andin hiſtoricall narrations of cas | 
lamities it 1s valawfallto fain at all, or ro make any 

other deſcription then of only that which was aRu- | 
allie, and properly theirs of whom the ſpeech is in- 

ſtitured, Othcegsot inuention, and imagination,are 

the proper of other MVvSsE 5s; thoſe of reaſon, and ; 
conlequent diſcourſe the onely ones of hiftorie. | 
This vye finde in textuall authoritie, chat vpon his | 
diſmallOyez, Oratours in the name of the whole | 
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corporation beſought the Generall with teares,and 
cryes, not to forſake them, Bur in vaine;for againſt 
all batteries of paſſionate geſtures, vowes,and adiu- 
rations, hee continued inexorablie firme to his own 
decree, Of them therefore who were at this inſtant 
timeof L o N Þ o N, fomerelolued to ſtay behinde; 
being perſons whom either weakeneſle of age, or 
ſex made vnable to flye,or ſuch other as the lweets, 
and deareneſle ofthe moſt beloued place , confir- 
med in a deſire to ſtand, or periſh with it. The re- 
ſidue being fitted as well as the miſeric, and 
ſhorrneſle of the time would poſliblic luffer,encrea- 
ſed (as C a mM Þ E N obſerues) the forces of P a v L- 
LI Nv $,and verereceiued after the ſignall of de. 
parture, into part of his hoſt, or conuoy : The ri- 
uer vndoubtedly,though firaightly beſcr, at leaſt- 
wiſe vpon London-fide; befriended many by affor- 
ding meanes to eſcape, The R o 1 a x 5 hada na- 
uie ypon the coaſts, as appearesin TaciTys at 
the end ofthe BrxiT1sn affaires, where T v r- 
P 1L 1A Nucceeds in the charge.

VETONIVS PAYLLINYs, having abſo- 
lutely thus quit the place; there are ſome rea- 
ſonsto perſwade, that they who remaind be- 
hinde, attempred to defend themſclues,yvichout dy- 
ing whollc vnreuenged, For they beſought nor 
PAVLLIN V Sof his ſtay, butof his helpe; and in 


the lifeof AGzaicora there is mention, after 
the 
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the burning ofthe R © 1 a N colonie, that B o a- 
DIC1A forced a great fortified ground , or caſtra, 
whereby whatloeuer T a c 1 Tv s meanes , whe- 
ther a campe, according to the nature of the word, 

or(contrary tothe propriety of his ſpeaking, and of 
the Latin language in thoſe dayes) ſome mighty 
caſtles, or citadels ; to looke forfſuch a thing any o- 
ther-whererather then here, is improbable: : finall y; 
the ſame graueſt author writes, that they who re- 
mained, were ouer-laid by the enemie ; which ar- 
gues areſiſtance;and D1o expreſlely profefleth,thar 
BvNDvC a did aſſaile and take rwo cities by force: 
Bur of the fort of L o x Þ on, commonly knowne 
all in preſent by the nobler part thereof, che Tower; 
and of D1axa's temple (where the cathedrall 
church of Saint P a v L doth thruſt the head there- 
ot into the clowds) which as thetempleof C x. a v- 
DIVS in CaMALoDVNYM did, might ferue as a 
caſtle for the time; as of whatſocuer cle may in 
molt likelihood concerne this point of defenſe, 
there may be opportunity toſpeakeelſewphere more 
atlarge. Bo AD1Cc 1 A, {ucceeding to PavLLinvs 
with a moſt different affeion, was notw become 
abſolute miſtrefle of L o x Þ o x, and of all there- 
in. The wilde vplandiſh crewes of her beggerlie 
kern, and ſauages, with thereſt of that rable, ſpared 
nothing quicke, or dead, Thirſt of revenge in her, 
and rapine in them baniſhr all humanitic. The 
ſtreets and houſes, and all the corners were filled 
with miſerable murthers; the goods felt other ruder 
owners then the right ones; nor did they content 
themſelues with a ſimple mafſacre;and when they 

hadglutted their barbarous appetites with all ſorts 

of licenciouſneſle, and outrage, they fired the ſpaci- 

ous towne, asif inthe ſmoake of the burnings the 
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note of their carriage ſhould vapour away. A moſt 
horrible cet of the pretended recouerie of hberty. 
But while they conſumed what things or perlons it 
pleaſed them, they withall conſumed time, to their 
vndoing, and fatallie cockerd themſelues vp with 
the hope of continuall felicitie; the cauſe why they 
finally miſcarried.G aL G a c v s wiſely afterwards 
obſeruedit in a ſpeechyto his Caledonian BRITANNS. 
This deſtrution was particularhe foretold among 
the former wonders, by the images of ſhattered 
houſes vnder water; which being ſcene in the river 
»f T 4 a E s, belonged not inthe qualitie of the 
preſagecoCAMALODY NV Mybut to LoxpoN. 
Of thoſe foureſcore thouſand R 0 M1 a Ns, & R 0- 
MAN-BRITANNS, Which were ſlaine by the 
BoADICIANS in this vaſt reuolt ( as Dio 
giues the account)fewer then fortie thouſand could 
not periſh here, according to the leaſt proportion. 
That ſuch was now the fortune of the place, can- 
not be colourablie doubted; both becauſe T a c 1- 
T v 5 in generall words hath teſtified, that fire was 
among the common inſtruments of Bo ao 1- 
c 14's reuenge, andPAVYLLINv 5s himſfelte is my 
witneſle in D 1 0, that hereit wrought particular- 
lie, though he namesnot Lox op o x otherwiſe 
then by. circumſtance, For of thoſe two chicfe 
townes deſtroid in this dreadfull rebellion by hiring 
them, the one (ſaith he)was berraid; cuidently Ca- 
MALO DV NV M: theother was abandoned;the ſpe- 
ciallcale of L on Þ o N. Thefaithfull rowne fit- 
ting vtterly deſolate in cinders, and aſhes , among 
the dead trunckes, and bloudleſle bodics of thelate 
children and inhabitants therof, had no other com- 
fort but the honourable conſcience of conſtant loi- 
altie; and the noble hope to riſe againe more hap- 
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pie, and mateſticall ; which aftervyards proued fo | 
true, that for the greaterdignitie itcame to bee enti- 
* | tuled Avevsra. Thenatureotthemeritimunor- 
call inthe tamc, and the imitation perpetuall to the 
people. Nor doth any thing threaten the glorie 
thereof ſo much, as the halfe-brutiſh manners of the 
raſcall multitude (the branne, and ſcurfe of all ſo- 
cieties) who darken the defarrs of the worthie , by 
confounding their qualitie in common eſtimation 
abroad.Or rather not they,but ſome diſguiſed limbs 
of ſuch crewes as ſvvarme forlorne, and deſperate, 
abour the citie, without profeſſion of life, and who 
contriue for diſorder. Full amendment the proper 
and continual care of the magiſtrate; the wiſhes of 
that amendment common With my ſelfe toall who 
louethe honour cf the realme therin, & Loxpox, 
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VERVLAM lackt, and deftroid by BOADE 
CIA. 4n eſſentiall difference betweene the perſons 
of a mun'cipium , and a colonie.

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| D O Ny Bytheloſſe of one towne to ſaue the whole ref 
due, if VERVLAM was ouervvhelmed after But 
being it is cleare forthe diſorder of the fa&, the 
{trife, or doubt concerning the order of the time, 
may very well ceaſe, and wee may follow what 
wee finde, CAMDEN probablie {uppolerh this 
rowne to haue beene the very ſame which I'vL1vs 
Cx 5 A R wanneby aflaulr from king Cass1sB E- 
L1N E, Captaine-generall of the lcague of B & 1- 
TAIN. VERVLAM therefore is novy but a 
part of the common calamitie which was then the 
onely all, Nor did any thing more vamaske the co- 
uerous, corrupt, and inwardly moſt vicious intents 
of the Boav1CciaNs, then the inwrie done 
hereunto. Forin CAMALODVNYM the maine 
bodie and ftocke of the people were RoMANS, 
and L o N D o N likewile was full of them, vwwhich 
miniſtred ſome colour for merciletle carriage; but 
why they ſhould deale in that manner with V e- 
R V L A M, the magiſtrates, and comminaltie wher. 
of were BRITANNS, no follerable cauſc can be well 
ailigned. True itis they hadthe dignitie and benefit 
tz be tree of R o Mw E, but vvere not othervvile R o- 
M1 A N, A principall difterence betweene the perſons 
of a colonic, and thole of a municipium, this ; thatin 
a cologiethey wereeuermore drawne out of the cor- 
poration it ſelfe of the people of R o 1 E, as mem- 
bers before; butin the other, they were not any part 
of that imperiall bodie till tauourably receiued by 
municipiall priuiledge into the freedome; men gene- 
rally torein elle , and but by admiſſion capable. The 
VERVLANIANS therfore were BRITANNS, 
though now they {martedas R 0 1 A N s, & found 
their richesto be their vndoing, It might be ſuppo- 
led (it hiſtories were places for ſuppolals) that king 
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CoG1DvN v s(ot whomthere is alrcady futhci- 
ent ſpoken) was Lord of the foile about, which 
being vpon the frontire of the reuolced T & 1 x 0- 
BANTS, the toyyne for that caule_{uflered mil(- 
chicfe, in hatred, and deſpite of his conſtant friend- 
ſhip ro his great bencefa&tors the R 0M a xs. And 
here among many other the like, inthe Co & N e- 
L 1 AN Annals, the intelicitie of the text, corrupted 
by tranſcription, breeds confuſion, Nor doth the 
lurgerie of Criticks {o heale it,butghat new galls and 
bliſters may till ariſe, What Tacirtys would 
principallie ſay is not obſcure ; For hee 
hath told vs ; that tbe Britanns, omitting caſiles , 
and garriſons, as tedious and troubleſome to con- 
quer, ranged looſe about, and made boorie or hauock of 
that which was moſt of worth abroad; And although a 
very commodios {cnle leemes to lurke vnder the 
diſordered (hutfings of the vuigar text, which is, 
that the Boadicians carried their pillage, and robberies 
| into places of [afety (vwwhither woods or bogges, or 
whatſocuer elle) and full of gladneſſe for their cheui- 
[ance, did then come againe to fetch more ( which cue- 
ry man will repute reaſonable to ſuppoſe) yet thoſe 
learned maiſters frame other conieQures ; beſt to be 
ſeenein their owne writings, The moſt iudicious 
ofthem agree in this to bethe ſenſe; that the Boadi- 
cians ſought for that which was moſt gainefull to them- 
[elues, and wichall vnſafe for the owners to defend; a 
people forward to boot-hale, and conſume , but backe> 
ward to the duties of warre. A cenſurethey well deler- 
ued, and extends to all others , who propounding 
ro hemſcloce no laborious, nor honeſt meanes ot 
life, long for ciuill confuſions, thatthey might haue 
wharto lauiſh,though for burneuer ſo ſhort a while,

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and induſtrious. Nations markeit wel.” The ruins of 
VERVLAM ( ſoone afterwards re-empeopled, 
and reflouriſhing) a wall of flints and brickes,caren 
dovwne into the carth with age and weather , and 
deepe double trenches abour,which remaine at this 
day, looke {adly with an ouer-growne face vpon 
the rowne of SaintA LB AN, and retaine the anti- 
ent name. Thar the ſyllable YV E R, the firſt in the 
word, ſhould be ſomewhat ſounding honorable in 
theB & 1 T 1s H tongue, becauſe VER.GOBRET 
was the name of a chiefe magiſtracie among the 
G A LL $ (whoſe language was the ſame with the 
BRKITANNS)andtheir moſt heroicke champion, 
was called VER-CINGETORIYS, is more 
ealie ro image, then to prooue.

Hus farre the motions, and ations of that 
T mightie bodie of enemies afſerabled together 

vnder a moſt glorious title, the recoerie of 
common libertie, and commanded in chiefe by Boa- 
DIC1A, proſpered after their manner, The ſame 
being now at the vtmoſt height aſwell for ſuccelle 
as wickednelle, fell ſodeinly toground. No won- 
der at all; conſidering how hatefull they had made 
themſelues in the ſight of God and man,by abuſing 
their power, and fortunes:quite blotring out all the 
ſplendours of their fauourable cauſe,with the foule- 
nelle of their carriage. There was no taking to mer. 
cy (faith T a c 1T v $,)no quarter allowed,no hope 
of ranlome, nor any tradeoftearmes , as in other 
warres; but blades, halters, fire, gallowes, and vt- 
ter vengeanceto all that was R o M A N,or towards 
it; the Boadician BRITAN NS not onely ſtriving 
to be even with their oppreſſours , for the wrongs 
they had done, but alſo to get before-hand with 
them, by wore, and greater. But not to acculethis 
courle too far, "w-_ their purpoſe was abſolute- 
ly to root out all that was R o M a Nzthe vnkinde- 
ly kindes of their ſauage praiſe in the workes of 
reuenge, and extirpation, are hardly credible, B 0- 
ADIC1 4,a moſt marriall, bold, and mighty Lady, 
bur not woman enough; for led by infernall ſuper- 
ſtirions, or no leflethen infernall paſſions, her Bz1- 
TANNS | 


a 
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TANNS tooke the moſt noble, and honourable 
dames among ther enemies , ſtripr them naked, 
ſliced away their pappes, ſti:chrt them to their 
mouthes as tro make them ſeeme teeding, and tinal- 
ly ſtaked their bodiesthrough in length, Vilanies at 
which barbaritic it ſelfe would bluſh, and which in 
themſclues moſt horrible, D 1 o's credit makes cre- 
dible. The men whom they far more cruelly ſaved, 
then they could haue ſimplie ſlaine , had their bel- 
lies ript open aliue(ſaith SveEToxIivsPAvLL- 
NV$SinX1P HILINE )their boweles cut out: ſome 
gored vpon burning ſtakes, and others boild to 
death in ſcerhing water. Man is ro man a diuell at 
rimes;no where rather verifide then here. The forms 
and paines of theſe murthers not to be out-gone for 
their invention, and execution, ſauage wit tound 
how to aggrauate by religious impiery, and irreligi- 
ous con:umely,For itbeing not abſurd tothink,thar 
they might allo cate what thus was dreſt ( the infe- 
rence familiar ſrom the (hgmbles to the kitchin ) 
theſe certainly whether ſacrifices, or games, were 
moſt ſpirctully preſented, while they oftred intheir 
remples, or reueld at their feaſts,but ſpecially in the 
groue of their goddefle A x Þ a Te, the patronelle 
of cheir procced.ngs, as ANDRASTA,or ADR a- 
$ T E was their deitie of reuenge. For D 1 o, and X 1- 
PHILINE, iN BYNDVYCA5 oration, diſtin&ly 
ſpeake of them as of two ſeuerall; if our copies bee 
{incere, Their great ſacrifice of all, which Cx s a r, 
and STR aB © deſcribe, is rather not remembred 
here in particular,then hkely to haue been forborn. 
The Drvivs whodealt in bloud, the authors, & 
actors of all; vpon this one ground of dodarine in 
their {chooles, that the wrath of the Gods could not be 
appeaſed in a caſe of life, but with the life of man. And 

their 
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their inbumane diuinations had not any other rea- 
ſon for their myſterie. They compoled a coloſſus of 
wouen ofyars, or a monſtrous bigg gyant of wic- 
ker, which ſtuft with men,was (et on a fiery blaze, | 
and burnt all. STR AB o writes that they had an 
huge image of hay, vnder which not onely men, 
(ſhot firſt with arrowes ,or fixr vpright vpon rat- 
ters) bur cattle,and al ſorts of beaſts were packt and 
conſumed together. The generall words in T a- 
c1Tvs,and the particular in'D 1 0,;exclude not 


theſe figures of death from the as of this tragicke | 


vengeance,thoughthey exprefle them not. Anda 
thing o ſolemne with the Druids of G a L L (whoſe 
mother-{chools were ih B k 1 T a 1N)which might 
anſwere in quantitietoa GREEK hecatomb, and 
was in very deed an holocauſt, was not probablie 0- 
mitted now, in ſuch plenty of humane bodies, and 
lo great wantonnelle of inhumane butcheries. Bur 
this augmen:s not the opinion of their cruelcies, 
though it addes a ſtrange one to the formes, There 
is morethen enough already faid,to ſhew how iuſt. 
lytheBoapDiclans periſhed, To fall intothe | 
hands of the wilde and vitious , is a wretched, and 
a dreadfull thing, 
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The courſe which Suetonius Paullinus held in his retreat 
. from London, and of bis conſtraint to reſolue 
for fight. 


Ve while Bo Ap1c 14, and her people grew 
ripe for ruin, the R o 4 a N-generall, after he 
had abandoned L o x Þ ON, maintayned re- 
creat,partly tro gather more ſtrength, bur ſpecially 
to [hunne for the time the turie of a proſperous ha- 
tred, For D1o plainely tels vs, thatbee feared 
the encounter, Such were the heats and darings of 
the victorious enemy. The way which Sy x T 0- 
N1v 5 tooke, atter his departure, was in mine opi- 
nion toward SEVERN, Where PaNnivs PosT- 
H VM Vs, encamped with the ſecond legion, among 
theS1LVv R ES.A greataccelsion of ſtrength in ſuch 
an addition of number, Neuertheletle ut failed. For 
when SvETOoNIVS commanded them to dravy 
themlclues vp to his quarter,P * nivsPosTH v- 
M1 V &, maiſter oft the camp, and of the company,vt- 
rerly refuſed ro come, contrary to the durie of his 
place,and gilciplineof warr. Of himBoapicia 
vndoubtedly meant,where ſhe glories in her ſpeach 
before the fight, that of thoſe R o 1 a x s who had 
eſcaped her fword, ſome coucred rhemſelnes within 
their camp, and thereſt (Sv £ Tt 0 x1V$, and his po. 
wers then preſent in the field)did bus caſt about which 
way 70 fly. Butin his march towards that ſecond le- 
gion, the Generall, by croſſing the THames at 
[. 0 N Þ © Ny could not but farre away prouide beſt 
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tor his ovwne ;nore 12/2212, and his peoples 11:0: tu- 
itentation. For in keeping che rwer vpon his right 
hand full, chic vwater vvas both a deepe barreazainit 
the purſuing enemy, and bervveens the fame and 
the Briti/h, Octax , the prouince , which ran 
all along, was R o 1 a N. Thus houerd hee aloofe, 
in obedicuce to his nature , which being flow, and 
weighty , vrete1 red {fate courles with reaſon, aboue 
great 00d lucke by chance, But when hee bcheld 
the intullerable braucry of the woman, in maintai- 
ning a perlonall clale e vpon him {( for it was not 
long z before the tollovwed clole, and quicke ) it was 
high time t: ;redecme hisfame, or dic in the quar- 
rell.

ers of the twentierh,togerher with aids as before-laid, 
The word forthat companie is in the text wexillary, 
which ſome hauetranflated tandard-bearers. But a- 
ny thing (as it ſeemes) is good enough in their con- 
ceits, for the common {wallow. Some expunQory 
volumes of ſuch abuſes would doe well. T he num- 
ber of thele choiſe old ſoldiers (for they were vere- 
rans) the laſt hope of euery battle, was vpon cer- 
rainty fixe bundred, and neuer either more, or fewer 
in complete legions, whole rere they alwaies made; 
and inlater times,for their antient namerriary,they 
came to be ſtyled vexillary, becauſe they fought vn- 
der one Yexillum , flag, or banner.

Either was it the leaſt honour of SveETON1- 
vSs PAVLLINv s;that Iv.rvs AGRiCOLA, 
(whoſe lite hisſonne inlawCoRrNELILYVS 
Tac 1r ys (doubttully whither with morepictie, 
or eloquence) hath commended to all poſteritic) 
that he had his breeding for warre in his ſchoole,

quarrell otrheircountrey inhnitely worſe then 

the torelt enemies which euer their.countrey 
had,drew haltily vp tothefatalground, vpon which 
SvEToxIvVsnecellarily reſolued to ride out the 
hnall fortuneof a day while any hope remained. 
Her two defloured daughters are the onely perſons 
particularly remembred to hauc attended in the {cr- 
uice, and yet cuen their names are loit, So inglori- 
ous are all whom the light of letters retaines not 
alot: 1n'11ght, Her numbers couerd che region ouer. 
Two hundred and thirty thouſand fighting mea in 
held. Succetle, and ſpoile moſt efiectuall meanes to 
multiply partakers. Thelc et x1, & the T & 1 x 0- 
B AN T s were chiete inthe aQtion,as authors. There 
wereallotneCoRltTANI, and other Marſhmzr 
(Boap1ciaſhewesitinD 1 o,where ſheſpeakes 
of fennes and bogges for hiding theinſclues , it oucr- 
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throvvne)there wererheOrDovices(torwho 
elſe had ſuch mountaines to ſhelter them as they? ) 
and whoſoeuer elle of theBR1TANNS, the Br1- 
GANT 5 certainely were not abſent. Tacirtys 
expreſly names them, And why the greateſt Cyi- 
ticks (ſhould be {o troubled thereat, as to ſubſtitute a- 
ny other word tor that, ſeemes ro mee a great mar- 
uell. For the ſpeaker in thatplaceis GarGacyvs, 
the rough Caledonian Prince , who vnder the 
one name of Brx1GANTS ( being among his 
neareſt neighbours, and therefore moſt knovwne 
ro him) doth ſeeme to vnderitand, and compriſe all 
the more Southerlie BRITANNS, who vere at 
this time out in armes, vpon this one womans lea- 
ding. ToGaL 6s ac v 5s therefore all were indiffe- 
rently B & 1 G A N TS, who were not his, And be- 
ſidestheauthoritie of T a C 1 T v $,the very deſcrip- 
tion of the manners of tome of the Boadicians in X1- 
P H1L1N E,doth plainely conuince, that the rudeſt 
nations were at this vwworke, and conſequentlie the 
Br1GANTs, as netherthe moſt polite, nor moſt re- 
mote, and certainly notleaft populous, Wherefore 
the CORNELIAN text is {incere, and decent. For 
GALGACVYVS is ſpeaker, and not TAciTys. 
Nor can D 1 0's text bee juſtified without this {en- 
ſes admiſſion. For he was euidently too much in the 
thought ofthe Mz aTs,andCALEDONIANS) 
{uch as his ovvne times ſawy them vnder the empe- 
rour SEPTIMIVSSEVERY $,when he recor- 
dedhisBvxpvc a's oration, if he meant the bar- 
barous manners, which that oration boaſterh to be 
common toall theB& 1T A N Ns who were in that 
martiall auditorie. For nothing can bee more vn- 
true; becaule,cuen in IvLiveCx5s AR s times ſome 


of them were much more courteous then others , 
and 
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| andthe ciuility of many ofthe B & 1 T a N x-$,now 


vnder NERo,is confelled as a diladuantage. There 
is no doubt, nor cauſe of doubt why the B x 1- 
GANTS ſhouldnot be helpestoBoapiciaas 
complices; vpon whom ſoone after the whole 
weight of warre did fall; nor improbablie for this 
partaking. Forthe R o 4 4 N $ proſecuted the con- 
tagion of alliſtanceas they did the maine oppoſit- 
on it (elfe. Their enemies ſuccours, properly ene- 
mics. The moſt wilde, and barbarous theretore of 
the qualities which are deciphered in her oration, 
are onely to bee vnderſtood of a part of the B & 1- 
TAN AN 5, & not ofall;orct the more Sourberly. But 
amongſt her ſtrengths at this time , wee muſt nor 
reckon the flockes of Britiſh wiucs and women, 
who were broughtto fit ſpeRators of the expeRed 
vtter ruine of PAYLLINVS (thecaulſe and hope 
of their iourney) though the verſther in his Albions 
England,plealantly encroaching vpon thepoet,doth 
turniſh this Q#eene-Morber,and her martiall daugh- 
ters, with fixe thouſand armed Ladies, out of his Ho- 
mericallhearlayes.A licence of wit not vnbeſeeming 
the muſicke of rimes, but incompetent for the gra- 
uity of ſtorie, which admits no fables. And though 
theCoRNELIAN Writings mention not thena- 
ture of the Boadician armes , and weapons at this 
held, but reputethem as naked men , and doe elſc- 
where before,deny,thattheO & Þ o v 1 c  s(har- 
dieBRITAN NS) had the vſe cither of murrions,or 
breſt-plates, yet Dt o, and X1iyHiLINE makeit 
cleare that ſhe not onely had ſoldiers compleatly ar- 
med, and light both hoyſe and foote, but charriors allo 
of warre, ſuch asIyL.ivs Cx5sA R, in penning 
the Briziſb aftaires,doth greatly celebrate, though of 
all cheſe there is nor the leaſt inckling, or rouch in 
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Of the place of the battle, and ſeaſon of the 
Jeare.

The order of the Roman battle. 


6 Ye R 0M AN Generall, in marſhalling his 
little army, did principally labour, co keepe all 

bis enemies before him, that their vnreaſonable 
numbers might notenclole, nor ouer-lay him, And 
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in thar one pointt the maine myſterie of his finall 
hopes conhitted. Therefore he leleRed a place with 
a wood at his backe, to {erue with the help of art as 
4 wall. or bulwarke bchinde: from whence torth- 
righ:, and betore the entrance intothe open wowlds 
or plaines, the whole plot of ground beryveene 
cheeke, and cheeke, bur ſpecially ar the very mouth 
it ſelfe, vwwas narrow, and yet withall wide enough 
tocontaine his veople, as being halfea myle Tt. 

or lo ; the ſides themfelues ſecure, by vw hae 
thickets, vyartcrs, cliftes, or moores, or other aduan- 
rages oi nature, or prouiſions of skill, by trenches, 
or barricadoes, with his carriages and the like, in 
whichthe R o M1 a N 5 were excellently ready mai- 
ſers. A ground well cholen tor fight is not a little 
onwards 0a viRorie : andtheſe ſtraights , hauing 
the even countrey tor a proſpeR, and therefore true 
againft ambulh, weretotheRowmANS asa very 
campe or tortrefle, PAVLLEINVS hauing thus 
deaited tor the beſt, and fore-ſtalled the choiſfe 
o'the held, hee drew our his foldiers, now through- 
ly refrelht, and furniſh, "They were Legionaries, 
freemen of Rome, and auxiliaries, their fel- 
lowes1n armes, and norotherwiſeR o M A N s;and 
thele of all ſorts, horle and foote, and as well hea- 
uy, as light armed men. His principall hope , and 
ſtrengths reſided in the fourteenth legion , which 
was there entire, "The victorious ſtandard, and eri- 
lignes whereot,thought to be worthie of a particu- 
lar memoriall , were aduanced in ſuch forme as 
this coigne inL1y s$1y s ſpecihes. 
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The method of his proceedings was this. He di- 
uided the bodie of his force within theſe ſtraights, 
into three wards, or battallia's (for that is euidentin 
D 1 ©) that he mightthe beter keepe himlelte from 
the morcall milchiefe of circumuwention, and oppreſ- 
{10n, and allo by poſſeſſing the whole plot, fight ar 
once and in front quite through. And hereunto he 
was necelJarily driven; becauſe the enemies , as to 
daunt him with the oftencation of their multitudes, 
which threatned a moſt certaine ſurcharge,tooke vp 
in front fie, oy fixe miles at leaſt, as where their or- 
der of battaile comes to bee dilplaicd will appeare. 
The legionaries howy many thouſands is vncer- 
taine. Fewer then ſixerhey were not. Of them (vp- 
on whomthe bloudie ſumme, and weight of the 
worke did reſt) the middle ward,or main conſiſted, 
commonly armed with helmers, raiſd higher with 
plumes of feathers, and ſubſtantiall breaft-plates, 
cach of them ballancingtwo or three piles, or dar- 
ting iauelings in their hands, A terrible weapon, 
For being about ſeauen foote long, and plated with 
yron halte way fromthe maſſiue head downward, 
the head it ſelfe either round, and broad, or more 
viually foure {quare, the ſtaffe alone a prettiegripe 
about, they could in hurling deliuer jt wich fuch a 

violence, 
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violence, as to firike throughacorller, yea,through 
the man hunſclfe ſometimes, and armour together, 
For the vie of combar, each had a couering targer, 
either ouall round, or ſquare and hollow, in man- 
ner of a roote-tile, about thirtieinches thwart, and 
aboue hittie long,with a broad Spaniſh lword,which 
hung lomewhat off behinde, with the pommell 
rowards the right hand, not much aboue rwyo foot 
long in blade, of an excellent temper, tine and thin, 
to lop oft limbs, but paſſing ſtrong at the point ro 
maintaine a thruſt, or foine. Nor doth Co rx E- 
LiVS Tac ir ys mention any other ſort of legi- 
ovaries in the infantery at this field, On either hand 
of this martiall phalanx tood the battles of the aids, 
with ſpeares and greater ſwords, and though they 
might haue the ticles,or properties of yany and rere, 
yet it is cleareenough in X1PHILINE, that they 
made all but one front with the legionaries, from 
whom they were diſtinguiſht with certaine ſpaces 
competent. The troups of horſe ſtood ready in 
wings. And they (in mine opinion) were extraor- 
dinary many, becauſe T a c1Tvs, who makes 
bur one bartle of the ſtedfait infantery in all, caſting 
oft the light-armed into cluſters,and plumps abour, 
lupplies the ſides with cauallarie. The ordinarie 
proportion of horſe to a legion was but three hun- 
dred, which they diuided into two maine bodies, 
and (ubdiuided by thirties into cornets, which 
would make but poore weake wings,or rather not 
wings,but accordingtothe phraſe of the Co & v e- 
L1 AN Annals, the two other batralions for ſupply 
of vann, and rere, in regard tharall the three diui- 
{ions of the armiezin D 10, ſeemed after a fort to 
be pur into one, by placing them in one and the

this 
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mit, that fighting all cloſe together, they might at 


this great leruice doth alone demonttrate , that the 
numbers ofthe horſe were vnuſually many , nor 
valikely to beeitherall, or, the molt part of the ca- 
uallarie which belonged to all the R o M1 aN legi- 
onsin Br 1TAIN.Ifor my part haue ſuſpe&edand 
thought, that PAvLLIN ys camefrom ANGLE- 
SE yYtoLoND 0 N,withnone but horle,and thoſe, 
them of che twentieth legion. And there is nocaule 
for vs to thinke, whyP ETiLIvs CEREALIS 
might not ſpare his horſe-rroups hicher , himſelfe 
being ſhut vp within his fortifications, So that ler 
PxxIvsPoSTHYMYS enioy his owne feares, 
and with-hold his concurrenceart this held, yer ( as 
we ſechere)SyETONIVSPAvVLLEINYS might 
be otherwiſe furniſhed with extraordiuary hoſe- 
trroupes, W hat vie or ſtation the 01d ſoldiers, or the 
rere of the ryentieth legion had in chis field, there is 
no particular mention any where, I with that there 
had beene, becauſerhey {eeme to hauc done very 
nobly, as well becauſe their preſence is ſingularly 
ſpecihed, as a very choiſe member of the R o »4 a N 
forces here, as for that they wanne much honour 
ro their proper companie, or legion. But becauſe 
their ſpeciall placings arenot remembred, it ſeemes 
moſt likely, that they fought not apart, but were

and diligent Chiefe, For mounted in an open char-

Mmediately hereupon,theBrirans raiſe vni- 
Þ verfat fhowts, and cryes, to aftright the R 0- 
M AN 5, and vainely chaunted out aloud their 
warlike odes , or ditties; which deuiſed by their 
Bards, or by each of themſclucs as his boyſtrous 
wit would fſerue him, were filled with glorious 
braues, and irefullelivems. Ar the ſame time alſo 
they aduancerheir battalia's, and continuing their 
longs, and clamours, make the wide plaines trem- 
ble withthe ſtrelle, and ſtrength of a generall vio- 
lent motion; men, horles, chariots, and all forts of 
armes & weapons ſtirring at once, renderthe noite 
as ofa rough and angrielea, A ttately Lacepeuo- 
NIAN march rowards the onlert (as SyLBVRGIVs 
trani]ates the place in Dro )& not an headlong turi- 
0US;0 nely {omevyhar full, and round at the inſtant 
it {clic of charging. The firſt aflault therctore vas 
with ſhrill ſounds,and voices;quickly to be dampr, 
and alaid with the groancs and ſhrikes of the dy- 
ing. Onthe contrary, Sv ET oN1vs PAvLiiixvs, 
Percei- 
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perceiuins his people hery prompt, hoyled vp aloft 
ara ſpears end the publicke ſigne of battle, which 
was commonly the Generals purple {ur-coat, in the 
nature of a bloudie banner. And firſt of all,;the R o- 
MAN legionaries, (throughly taught to contemne 
lowd clamours,as a terrible toy) kept cloſetogether

could, and deal: their ftroakes and thruſts to great 
aduantage. the CORNELIAN Annals, where 
they ſpeale of che fourteenth legion at this Geld , doe 
not meane by thele words, velut cuneo erupit, any 
thing elle bur a cloſe and oyna {quadron, not the 
forme of battle, called poinred, and which burſting 
torth with an vnexpeated force,had the operation, 
not the figure of a wedge, or of a long three ſquare, 
with an obtuſe angle forward. All authoritic is a- 
gainſt it. Nor onel; in this place of the beſt authors 
is the Latin word cuneus interpreted , and vnder- 
ſtood fo; for:T1Tys > Livivs himlſelfe doth La- 
tin the NI1AN Phalanx by the ſame. 
Ar the ſame time they encouncred euery where all 
ouer, Out flew the auxiliaries(among whom,accor- 
ding to CAampexN, bands of LoxnpoxeRs 
were) and with no lefſe brauerie of courage , and 
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| withas great violence as the legionaries, charged 
their crue!l aduerſaries home;the archersvnde ook 


thechariotecrs,& their cauallaric arracked the other. 
The bloudie confuſion of this rumule is well ſet 
forth by D 1 © and X1IPHILINE: Theviolent 
giuingin of the R owaxs vpon the Boap1ici- 
A N 5 attheir ſodein ruſhing forth, did eaſily rowr, 
and diſorder their rancks, though their files could 
not choole but be very deepe in regard of cheir nc- 
cellitie to contra@ their length he hohting nar- 
row, which made their vaſt multitudes rather mil- 
chicnbes to themſelues, and comberiome, then 
vſefull. A maine reaſon of Boavicia's oucr- 
throw. For the weight and worke of the day was 
brought hereby to reſt bur vpon a few;and the R 0- 
M A N 5, (in regard of their diſcipline , «ill, and cx- 
perience)had extreamely the oddes while they only 
dealr ypon the cuen.Nor had ſhe patienceto watch 
them, nor art to dravv them our of their fortifide 
ground. Venerable Moderation, thy coolings how 
neceflary for the ouer-boylings of proſperitie/ Thar 
dete&t a common caule of greater hiercenelle then 
g00d fortune, And in the cale of my ceareſt coun- 
trey, during this whole warre, there was nothing 
from firlt ro laſt ſo vntortunarely abſent. The vi- 
&ory oftheR oMANS(as much as ont gf T a c 1- 
TVs may begathered) ſeemes to have begunne at 


| the corners of horle, who with their armed ſtaues, 
or lances, charged in flanck, and front, and euery 
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where as their enemies came. to hand, or vere 
ſtrongeſt, The fight neuerthelefſe continucd hor, 
and doubrfulltillthe euening,nor was the facether- 
of {1mple or vniforme, but diuers. The light- armed 
of tbe one ſide, lay fercely at the light-armed of the 0- 
ther tbe well-armed oppoſe their likes, horſe encounter 
horſe: 
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horſe; the Roman archers let flye at the chariots of the 
Britanns; they againe driue beadlong vpon the Romans, 
and ttmble them ouer. But for want of armour, wherc- 
with ro mock the [bot,they are enforced with the ſl gyms 
of Roman arrowes to fall off againe . The foot trampled 
pnder-foot by the horſe, and the horſe beaten back by 
the foot, Many cloſe together make yp with a ioyn#t force 
again(t the waggons of warr; they on the other fide beare 
many down? before them, and compell others to flye. 
Here the Archers aduauncing ouer-forwaraly,beyond the 
prorettion of their cauallarie,are glad to ſaue themſelues 
by flat running away : there,other keep aloofe for feare 
of the peircing arrowes.Theſe things whilethey were not 
atted in one place onely, but in ttree at once ( according 
£0 the triple diſtinttion of the Roman hoſt in D 1 ©) che 
conflift was long maintained on both parts with equall 
boldns/[e,and braverie, "This is the table of the bat- 
tle, or maine meddlic betvwyeene theBrITANNS 
and the RowaNs, as it ſtands dravwvn with 
immortall words among the Greekes; which 
lingularly heIpe ro opeu the moſt weighty chro. 
nicle of TaciTtvs; whe:e the ads of this 
great and bloudy buſinetle are all of them trufled 
vprogether ina leſſer roome, then rhe ſhort con- 
tents of a chaprer. Briets in heroicall arguments, 
asthey arerhe iniur:ous ecliple of mightie actions, 
ſo in all ocher kindes of learning where they are in- 


| fiſted vpon by truants as principall, they proue to 


bethe very bane it felfe of wits, and ftudies : On 
the contrary, vwhatſocuer in narrations 15 for the 
ſize thereof aboue the iuſt length, doth iuſtly heare 
tedious; and wharloeuer for the nature of it is pe- 
tieand poore, and beneath the naieſtie of ſtorie, is 
worthely baſe and odious. In this famous conflict 
(where the naturall bbertie of Br 1T a1 x, and the 
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title of the empire lay at ſtake) the Row ans, by 
daſhing in with the whole breadth of their batta- 
lia ſo violently as they did vponthe enemies,though 
they draue innumerable of then downe $0 the 
earth, tare their rancks in pieces, and ſtrucke thoſe 
other with amazement, and diſmay, whom their 
weapons could not reach, yet they plunged them- 
ſelues fo farre off vwithall from their ground, or 
ſtand of aduantage,into thedeptl;s of the ſurmoun- 
ting multitudes, as they were after a ſort encloled, 
and compelled to fight all. In the end notwithſtar- 
ding (though lo late firſt, that ir was at leaſt ypon 
the ſetting ofthe Sunne)the R 04 a Ns were cue- 
ry where, throughout the held, victorious , while 
the barbarous {innes of theB &r 1 T a x Ns, commit- 
ted in the time of their proſperitic, tought not leſle 
againſt the guiltiecthen the armed toe. There is no 
regard, nor heed to be taken in this place what our 
domeſticke poets fainezin fauour of Queene B o 4a- 
DICT1aandherlide;as it they were ouercome by 
thetreaſon of fome Br1TANN Captaines who 
reuoltedtoPAVLLINYS; orthe like goodly, or 
honourable excuſals. For they haue no warrantie 
in vnexceptionable moniments. But afterthe Bz1- 
TANNS, in the head of their battle, beganne to 
| ſhrincke, and turne, that alone vyas a blovy to all 
| behinde, who being many ſcores of thouſands , re- 
; mained vntoucht, during the fight, becauſe they 
could never come vp.to handie-ſtroakes , for want 
of roome, in the narrowings of the field, So they 
who firſt did fallto running away , were among 
their ovvne fellowes as vnreſiftable as enemies, 
while they fearefully ſought to open paſſages fot 
their owne eſcape, bringing a ſtrong neceſlitie for 
all to disband, and fcatter, and wholly to relye on 
flight | 
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flight for preſent ſaterie. The Ladie Generall,con- 
ſtrained to obey the authoritie of her dilaſter, got 
free out, and fled. But the ROMAN partie moſt 
bold in attempting, was alſo novy molt nimble in 
purſuir, making execution of the ouertaken flyers, 
and laughter of the very labouring beaſts , and 


cart-horle, Yea, ſuch was their hatred, and "el of 


reuenge, that their ſwords made no iGncs be- 
tweene [ex and ſex, but flewv cuen the women , 
who were ſeated aloft yponthe waines, and carts, 
as vpon {caftolds, at the backe of their armie, ro 
giue their applauſe. A moſt certaine figne of the 
wrath of God for the puniſhment of inlolencie,and 
pride, that the councell which the B o a d1 c 1- 
AN s followed fora ſuppolcd triumph, was con- 
uerted to thepiteous encreale of their miſerie. For 
the carriages thus planted and poſlefled , were like 
a wall againſt cuaſion. A vulgar writer, deſcribing 
the effect of this obſtacle, hath prettic ſmooth ver- 
les, whercin lie faith, chat the women, who were moun- 
ted in rhar r3anner to behold who bare himſelfe ſtoutly, 
and to controll the coward, did now call in vaine vpon 
their ſonnes and husbands to turne the bead, for they 
themſelues,tozether with their ſornes and busbands were 
mercile(ly [laine. This, and the dead bodies of cattle, 
did mightily augment the heapes of carcaſes, They 
who got paſt the doleful barricado of the carrs, were 
furioally followed into tbe wood (which by D10's 
deſcription grew beyond) and in no ſmall number 
periſhed. Here it is apparent, that the place of the 
held was berwizt two woods, according to my al- 
{ertion elſe-where; the one at the backe of P a v L- 
LINYS, the other behinde the BaiTANNs 
carfiages, Vnleſle perhaps ſome would rather haue 
ic ynderſtood, thatthe Br 1TANNS, thus put to 
Aa 2 the 
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the {word among the trees, were of thoſe who had 
runne vÞ in the rage of charge paſt the R 0 M A N 
ſquadrons, within their ftrengths, and ſo were fol- 
lowed through. Many notwithſtanding were {a- 
uedaliue after there was a glut of bloud, and viRo- 
ric aſſured. Multitudes alſo eſcaped away, cither by 
their ſpeed, their earlie running, or by the benefit of 
night. T hele did prepareto re-enforce their troups, 
and to put for another day. A lamentable fell of 
men; almoſt foureſcore thouſand tut downe into 
theirgraues with the ſharpe-cdged axe of warre. 
There are ſome ({aith T a c 1T v s)who haue delivered 
it for truth (and they were but ſome) char of tbe Ro- 
mans there died not full out foure hundred, and, (as 
once before hath beene occalionally mentioned ) 
not many more then ſuch a number hurt, For which 
caule this viRtorie was markt vp among thefamous 
ones of old, and moſt worthily might bee o ; for, 
beſides the glory oftheday, it brought backeB & 1- 
Tai toOCz5$SaR,and fxcd it to endure for fun- 
dry agcs after. They who auoided the violence of 
this miſfortune , while they were in preparation for 
a new triall,loſt their ſouercigne ladieand miſtreſle, 
BoAD1cla. OurExGLizH poets preſent hergkil- 
ling her ſelfe; one of them by falling on her 
lance,as the moſt gallant forme in his conccit,ano- 
ther wichout naming the way, bur all with admi- 
ration, as of oneof the moſt noble Shee-vworthies 
of the vwyorld. T a c1Tv 5s faith ſhe finiſhed her life 
by poyſon, and D1oand X1Þ # 11.1N 84by fick- 
netle; which admit a reconciliation; ſhedying by a 
licknefle of poyſon. With her departing foule ( as 
if it had beene the ſoule of the oppolition)the flame 
of warre went out by degrees, and the Bo ap1- 
CIANS, as confeſling themſclucs to be then quite 


vanquiſhed, 
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yanquilhed, and neuer before, ſhifted cach for him- 
ſelfe and fled. Her death was vehemently lamen- 
ted of her {uruwing friends, who honoured her fu- 
nerall with ſtately rites, and buricd her remaines 
ambitioully braue,

Of t« place of Boadicia's buriall. 


I moſt grear, and noble ladie (the ſtay and 
laſt anchor of her partie) thus deceaſing, the 

fortune of the miſerable princeſſes, her 
daughters, lyes vtrerly vnknovwne. That they al- 
ſo ended their liues, together with their hopes, a- 
bourtheſame time , remaines therefore probable, 
becauſe there is not the leaſt inckling left in the 
world, what afterwards became of chem. Concer- 
ning the place of herenterrment, it will cafily bee 
colle&ed out ofthe premiſſes, vnto whar opinion 
my coniettures doe incline. For without auerring 
anything preciſely, no other toombeſcemes to mee 
{o likely to be hers, as the admirable moniment of 
the ſtones vpon SALISB VRIE plaine-Thedumb- 
nelle of it ( vnlefle the letters bee worne quite 
away) fpeakes; that it was nor any worke of 
the R 0 M4 A N s.For they were wont to make ſtones 
vocall by inſcriptions. The common opinion , 
touching that trophea, or wharfocuer elſe irmay be 
called, would haue it belieued, that their truRure 
was contrived in memorie of the Brx1TAiN 
Lords, pertidioully murthered by the $ a x © 5 
here, vpon an interuiew, Of that hainous afſalli- 
nate, 
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nate, NexNivs hatha touch, but aſlignes not 
theplace. GeerREvy Arthur, or Monmonth, is the 
man,who fetcherhtheſemaruecilous ſtones(reported 
by him to be medicinall) from out of IreLaxp, 
for the pupole of a memoriall, by MERLiNs 
counſell, and force of armes. That STONAGE 
was a wworke of theBrRIiTANNS, the rudeneſſe 
it ſelfe perſwades. Andifthat plate of mixt metall 
(mentioned by CampeN) which found about 
foureſcore yeares ſince neare to that moniment, 
and inſcribed with ſuch charaRers as were nor legt- 
ble tothe learned of that time, did appertaine to 
STONE-HENGE,oOr(asitis morecommontly na- 
med)STONAGE, then may it cafily be credited 
to haue beene ſome old B rx 1715 inſcription, de- 
; dicated tothe immorrall fame of ſome or other great 
q% Worthie, nor of any rather then in my conceir of 
the moſt mightie Byxpvca. To ſtrengthen 
which divination, thecleare reſtimonie of D 1 o, 
thatthe Bx1TANNS enterred her pompouſly,or 
with much magnifcence, cannot be better verified 
chen by aſſigning theſe orderly irregular, and form- | 
lefle vniforme heapes of maſſiue marble, to her 
everlaſting remembrance. The name of che dance 
| of gyants, by which itis ſtyled in Mo nM ovrTH, 
hath nothing alluſtue, no not ſo much as to the 
tale hetels vs. CAMDEN himſelfe doch bewray, 
that his iudgement was vnfatisfied touching the 
reaſon of that moniments ere&ion, notwithſtan- 
ding all he could finde, The ſtorieof Bywp vc 4 
(then which neither ourovne noble countrey, nor 
the whole globe ofearth hath a rarer) was ſo litle 
vnderſtood of M oNM Ov T H, as it doth not ap- 
peare at all, that euerthe bare ſound thereof arriued 
within his hearing . But had the pretious volumns 
of 
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oftheCorRNELIAN Annals, and Dio Cass1- 
vs,and loun X1P HILINE, (vwhere her hero. 
icke deedes are vpon record to all poſterities) been 

within che ſpheare of his ſtudies, notAvRELtvs 

AMBRoOS1VSsS, northole foure hundred and three- 
ſcore noblemen of Brx1TAIN, murtthered in 
VoRT1G et Rs rcigne, ſhould perhaps haue carri- 
ed away with him the fame of this materiall won- 
der, but her magnanimous ſelfe, Higher then to 
her no bookes doe reach, with any probabilitie of 
a perſon more capable of {ucha teſtimoniethen ſhe, 
and the profound obliuion which couers the au- 
thor, and the firſt intention of rearing them, where 
now they ſtill defierhe vweather, doth ſtrongly for- 
tite my fuſpition, that the ſtones vere conſecrated 
totheglory of BvNÞvC A, and of her captaines 

{laine in her quarell, ſolong time finceas N x « © 
Cxsans dayes, much aboue fifteene hundred 
ycares. And {urely fuch a calime, and patience of 
{tare,tollovwed vnderP ETRONIVS TvRPILI- 
ANYS, Wa» thencxt yeare after was ſent to take 
charge of the RoMAN armie in BRITAIN, as 

ſuccellor of SyEToNIvVs PAvVLLINYS, that 
might well permit ſuch an office to the B k1- 
T A N N $ itt her honour, or if thoſe would not, yer” 
other enſuing ſeaſons might; her name for euer glo- 
rious among them, Theruins of that old fortrefle 
which ſuruiuing not farre from Stonage,are thought 
by ſome, vvhomſocuer, to haue beenea R 0M AN 

worke, afford no cypher for ſpelling out the foun- 

ders of this ſtonie marucil. To grant, that it might 

be a common monument of the murthered lords, 

and that AvRgeELtvs AMBROSIVS, or A M- 

BROSIVS AVRELIANVS) the almoſ} onely 


BRITANN Prince( faith venerable Beve) of

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R o M4 4 N racethen left aliue, and other BriTisn 
kings doe lumber there in their aſhes, till cherelur- 
reaion-day, is no hindrance why it might not ar 
Erſt haue beene ere&ed in honour of that moſt he- 
roicallchampionefle of Brx1TainBoapiciys;

CLavopivs made it his chicfe buſ- 
nelle, arriued, conquered part, and planted R o- 
MANS, and ciutlitie, NERO Ca&5ak hazarded 
all tor want of iuſtice, The Br1TANNS general- 
ly diſcontented, and Bvxp vc a (the dowager 
Queene of king Pr asvTacvs) ſhametully wrong- 
ed, the becomes their captaine,and wrought many 
wonders, while SvEToNIivs PAVYLLINYS, 
(CxsaRs licuetenant) was buſic to winne the ile 
otMo xa forthe vies of theR ow ax Empire. 
Downe went the Romans, at CamMALoODvV- 
NV M; downewent CAMALODYNVAM it felfe; 
downe xvyentthe infanterie of the legion which Þ x- 
TILIVS CEREAL 1s led vp againſt her ; and 
SYET ONIVvs PAVLLINYS was himlfelfe {o 
terrihed atter his returne from M o x a, that heleft 
Lo ND 0 tothe ſpoile, vvhich ſhe fackr, and hi- 
red, and tooke VERVLAMIVN; deftroying in 
thele three places vpon the- point of fourelcore 
thouſand, with a rcoft hrme reſolution to leaue no- 
thing R oM AN itt BR1TAiN, that( according to her 
words in D 1 o, to her armie) the example might 
with th2 terrour of it, ſecure fucceſlion. And 
while as yet theride of her gallantrie was vp, ſhee 
purſfuedSy ET o N1vs himlelfe, as the capitall ob- 
iett of her quarel, vpon whom the defenſe of the 
R 0 MAN caule relyed here. But the wanton, and 
bloudie abule of her forrune,plucke infelicitie vpon 
her; for whilein confidence of a continuall happi- 
nelle, by rea{on of her exceſſive numbers, ſhee was 
ouer-forward to fight, ſhee encountred him in a ſet 
battle(vpon tearmes of great difaduantage,inregard 
of the place) was diſcomfited, fled and died. B & 1- 
T AIN hereupon( like arecouered ficke bodie relap-

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T 0 N 1 V 5Whole implacabilitic{in regard he rooke 
itas his injurie, that the rebellion hapned during 
his lieuerenanciein Br 11T a 1 x)endangeredthe pro- 
uince toa new infurreQion; as it was ſuggeſted by 
his enemies at court. With the death and buriall of 
BoavDicia, Dio Cass1vs concludes, and 
ſeals vp the warlike troubles, and all other the 
bufinetles of our BRITAIN,vnderN & & 0;and (0 
doe allo I, There cannot be a facter ſtop,nor a fuller. 
For the hither parts of our iland were neuer after- 
wards able ro come into the like hope of freeing 
themſelues (if meerely rochange lords be to be free) 
becauſe their ſinewes, by fo dreadfull a defeat,were 
vtterly diſlulued. A moſt weightic point, which 
X1PHILINE outof D10 truely notes, My reca- 
pitulation of premiſſes(to which ſeruice this cha 
rer is ſingled forth) hath together both example 
and authoritiein Lycivs FlLokyvs, and mani- 
fold vſcs init ſelfe; becauſe iris equally good for re- 
membrance, and manuduction , and thoſe volatil | 
ſpirits who couetall in a word,need looke no fur- 
ther then ſo. Neuertheleſle, the true children of hi- 
{toricall knowledge, who cnioy the blifle of ſtudi- 
ous leiſure, they certainly, by comparing the riches 
of narrations, deliuered in aiuſt length , with the 
beggerie of abridgements, will clearely behold the 
notable oddes berweene the one and the other. For 
theſpoile, and lofle of things Ic out, or nakedly 
told, can be no way countervaild with the carcales, 
and ſtubbs of fas preſerucd ſtanding in narratorie 
monuments, Laſtly, though now and then, and 
throughout this whole hiſtoricall webbe of Ne-

lefted, for feare to endanger their empire, by offen- 


ding any power diuine. Bur no man, ſound in his 
braine,will exa& ſucha tranſcendent conſideration 
at BoapiClAs hands, Things ſubie&ro ſenſe (hall 
trye her. The ſtateof theempire, as it was in N e- 


R oStime,king AGRIP P A hath deſcribed,in that 
rareſt 
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rareſt oration of his, which forthe naturall piery, 
wiſedome, and weightic worth therof, deſerues to 
be written in a table of gold, or rather in the hearts 
of all n:en , who would not forget their reaſon, 
while they pretend tor libertie, Nineteene legions, 
and abouc toureand twentie cohorts, beſides the 
guards of the prince, and the ſtanding watch of 
R 0 ME, (both which together contained abour fif- 
reene thouſand, and beſides all other forces in 
ITALIE itleltc, and at ſea, are particularly there 
tound beſtowed in the prouinces. Theſe,with their 
ordinaris aids, did not amount to {o fevv as two 
hundred chouſand in continuall pay and readinefle, 
Ot which number eight legions full, and their aux- 
liaries lay neare at hand vpon the RHENE, 
Ot thelc, certainely, Boap1c1a was bound to 
take knowledge, before (hee ranne ſuch an hazard 
of herlelfe, and countrey. And if her knowledge 
might excuſablic have bounded it ſelfe within rhe 
walls of BR1TANN ( as king AGRIPPA termes 
our Ocean)yet the experience of formertimes would 
haue intormed her enough, concerning the R 0. 
MANS. Buteucn that knowledge was manifeſtly 
corrupted in her, when in hec firſt oration to her ar- 
mie, ſhe doth nor obſcurcly vaunt, that the valour 
of her anceſtors had made our ſeas terrible to IvLi- 
vs CxsaR,and CALIGVLA, andyet CLaAv- 
DIV Sin her ownefreſh remembrance , had paſ- 
ſed them in perſon, and preuailed. But the carriage 
of ſome of the Ro M aNs could not bee endu- 
red: and it is moſt honeſtziuſt, and noble to dye tor 
common good, Therefore MarRcvs CicERO 
(of allche gowned RomaNs one of the beſt pa- 
triots that cuer R 0M E Ethnick could boaſt) ora- 
culouſly pronounced , that no worthie man did euer 
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NERO (ASAR. 
foregoe his freedome, but together with his life, For 
what other thing is lite it ſelte, but a moſt fertred 
condirion of humane being , and atter a manner 
void of vie, or motion, when it onely hangs vpon 
a tyrants will? In ſuch a cale, the choile of dying 
free vpon defenſe, is [weeter then to remaine in life 
a {]aue, Hence came herarmes, and hopes : which 
propounded to themlelues the making of ſuch an 
example,as ſhould foreuer ſecure theiland fromin- 
uaſion, and encourage the reſt of the world to fol- 
low, Moſt loftie propoſitions , and which failing, 
ic muſt needes be neuertheletle conteſt that ſhe went 
vpon higheſt darings, On the other ſide, no ation 
can cuer artaine true renowne, whereunto reaſon 
is forein. For nothing 1s ſo peculiar to barbaroul- 
neſleas to be ouer-indulgent to pailions. And to bee 
ſo deceiued with the name, or ſound of freedome, 
(the ordinarie miſerie of the common ſort) as bur 
meerely to proue inftrumencall co particular ends, 
or reuenges, and notto obtaine relicte, is fit for 
none cf the wiſe. Then,then ſhould the Irwye 5s haue 
concurred with one conſent to defend their liber- 
ties by manhood,whenPowye1 firſt aſſailed them. 
So diſputes king AGRIP PA. The Br1TANNS 
in like fort ſhould have done their vemoit to keepe 
oft theR 0M AaNs, and to empeachtheir ſetlings. 
For, yntill then, that was iuſt reſiſtance, which lee. 
med afterwards plaine rebellion. The ſame noble 
prince (a creature,[ confelle, and client of the C x- 
SARS) could finde no hope of remedy for his 
wronged countreymen by the {word, no; nor by 


| complaining of their oppreflour while hee vas a- 


mong them with poyyer. His counſcll therefore 
was, to expe his remoue vpon courſe, and then 
to accule him, The admiſſion, and adminittration 
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of which moſt ſound aduiſe would haucprelerued 
their citic and temple entire, whereas the refulall (a 
manifeſt operation of the curſe of God vpon them 
for the death of his onely ſonne, our Sauiour ) de- 
ſtroid them both. B o a Þ 1 c 1 a had nocourſe (© (e- 
cure as thar,ifeither (he her ſelfe meant to ſuruiue,or 
would not caſt her countrey intoan abſolute capti- 
uitie, while ſhe vwwent about to caſe it of a partiall, 
For, with two or three hundred thouſand bodies of 
men, and they of them who were armed, and trai- 
ned, being neither for diſcipline, art, or weapons, 
comparable to the victorious R 0 M AN $4 to dehe, 
and aflaile the whole empire, was a plaine effe&t of 
a womanilh turie. 6G r Þ T alone, hauing at once 
within 1t vnder N & Ro, {eauen millions of people 
(cafily knowne by their poll-money) beſides the in- 
habitanrs of the goodly citieof ALEXANDRIA 
(which gathered renne miles in compaſſe) was ne- 
uerthelctle yoaked downe with onely two R o- 
MAN legions, Yea, the three hundred and fifteene 


{euerall nations of G a LL ${ next neighbours toour 


land) vnder this very emperour were all kept in o- | 


bedience, with poore twelue hundred loldiers ; being 
almoſt fewer men, then they themlſelues had cities. 
Therefore it was not a vwwork of number, for Boa- 
DICIA todeliuertheBRIiTANNs, from NE Ro, 
that ſhe might ſubdue them to her ſelfe ( for that 
was the end) bnt of vertue, skill and felicitie. Her 
ſtout ſtomacke diſdained, or deſpaired to ſeeke re- 
drefle; which if SyEToONIvs PAvLLINVYS 
would not haue afforded, his next ſucceſſors might. 
To conclude : had that ladie extended her wrath to 
none but to the nocent, and reſted then vpon her 
guard, till N & & o ( who manifeſtly fauoured the 


+ quiectofBr1TA1N) had beene aduertiſed of the 


cauſes 
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caules of her armes, That very middle courſeit (elſe 
(though middle courſes are euermore milliked by 
the violent)vras not without hope,nor reaſon. For 
whentheFrRisIansS inGERMANIE ranneto 
their ſwords, for refiſting the rapines, and cruelties 
of OLENNLvs (luch another wretch among 
them, as CaTvsDECian ys was here) with- 
out exceeding the right of a naturall defenſe, T 1- 
BERIVS CASA R ftirred not againſt them ar all, 
but ſilently permitted them to enioy their owe la- 
tisfation, as if in ſecret fauour of iuſtice, and as a 
ſharpe leſſon of modeſtic to others; though T a= 
C1TV sallignes another abſtruſer reaſon, NE R 0 
very likely to haue embraced ſuch an exaniple ; if 
but for his owne more leiſure to /mg and play.B o a- 
D 1 c I a Went vpon higher ſtraines,reſoluing cither 
tor death,or domination, The people in the meane 
time, doc howſoeuer cuery-where {mart for the fol- 
lie of their princes, and their owne. Accordingly, 
they ſupport her quarrell, without being firſt ſure 
how themſelues thould aſtervvards ſtand berrer, 
vwwhen the R ow A NS were oft;and it was moſt cer- 
taine, that vpontheir milcarrying, they mutt all of 
them lye at theyiftors mercie, withoutſo much as 
the right of an vnattainted ſubie&, rhe prinlege 
to complaine , whatſoeuer they fufter more ex- 
treame, The caſeot herIc x x 1 worthily harder 
then ordinarie, becauſe they had formerly taken 
armes againſt OSTORIVS SCAPYLA vnder 
CLAavpiv s,afterthar firſtthey had volunarily 
entred into the league,and amitic of theR 0M a xs. 
Ler me ipeake outcleare, as by way of counlell tor 
the beſt, and in a common cauſe. Wichout ſome ve- 
ry ſpeciall feelings, or ends of their ovwne, few or 
none of the mightie lead onvvard to the remoue of 
an 
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Ce ns 


an euill for co:nmon reliefe, Therefore, after B o 4- 
DIC1A vas once enraged, other cauſes were dili- 
gently fought, ro drawe andencreale a {1de,tor ena- 
bling her particular revenge : The names of lber- 
tie, and reformation are the viuall mal kes of fa&i- 
on; and libertie it ſelfe, after a ſhort while is rarely 
any-where lefle then vader the new lords rule, 
Things, fit for all times, and nations to conſider, 
leſt roo late they finde truez The, pniuſteſt peace is to 
bee preferred before the iuſteſt warr. BoADIcia 
notwithſtanding liues a name of glory among the 
feweſt, for the great nobilitie of her pretenſes, and 
the molt roial qualitie of her vndertakings, ſuch as 
neuer any lady waged higher, 


CHAP, XXVI. 


OxEe Or Ine PrETORS IN Rowe 
GviLrTyY Or An Heynous Libell AGainsT 
NERO. Free Tovcrues Ver oON 
THaTr OCCASION,CONCERNING 
Libells, AND THe 1 k Authors. 


Ther ſicknefles of the time brought forth a 
caleat R o M e,the next yeare after the trou- 
blesin Br 1T a lx, which for that it hath 
moſt neare athnitic with the ranck, and odious li- 
cenciouſneſle of ſome in our ovvn age,deſerues in a 
prime degree to be exemplified ANTIST1V $ S0- 


manners, and for his place ought (as being a magi- 
ſtrate of honour, and a {enatour) compoled in his 
owne houſea railing inueQiue againſt N x & 0,and 


SIANV s{wvho for his birth might haue had better 
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NERO CASAR. 
divulged it in anothers,For at a famous ſupper with 
OsToRIvsS SCAPYLA (the generous fonne of 
thatgreat OsSToRIVS SCAPVvLA, whodiedin 
BR1TA1N) the intemperate gallant, among his 
bits, and cups, did openly read the defamatorie 
verſes, Bu: the auditorie was not ſtaunch enough : 
for che fame ſoaking through, arriued ſoone at Cx- 
SARS cares, Theſenate was hereupon acquainted 
with the man and martrer, as the proper auengers 
of their princes injurie. This AxnTisT1vs( take 
him as he was in himſelfe had nothing of a diſcreet 
or honeſt man; which fully qualified him for the 
writing of libels. It is worth che labour to {canne 
him all ouer. Hee wastherefore in his firſt times, a 
ta&tious friend of immodeſt,and idle quarrels;cucn 
lo farre forth as ro engage his magiſtracies power 
for their maintenance. For whereas VisvLLLvVs, 
a graueand honourable officer of ſtate, in the fe- 
cond ConsvitSodfNERO, by vertue of his 
pretorſhip , had caſt cerraine perſons into priſon, 
for ſeditious partakings about common players;the 
matter oftentimes of much offence ) A N- 
T1ST1V Sattempted to freethem by authoritie of 
his countermand, as he was atribune ofthe people 
of Ro ME. BurYiBVLLiIvs carried the caule, 
and the other the blame,by the voice ofthe Senate, 
Afterwards, when himlelfe cameto be a pretor,and 
encreaſc of dignitie ſhould haue cncreaſed his graui- 
tie, he deſpiſing his proper happinetle, and ſtation, 
and madhe ſuppoſing that neither any argument, 
time, nor perſon was exempted trom the licence of 
his wit ( a phrenſieof falſeglory ) vndid himſelfe, 
and endangered others, A moſt headlong, medler, 
apt for miſchiefe, and of an iniur:o1's ſpirit. For the 
Prince (though beingN E & 0's {clte) was neither 
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atthe worſt, nor had in particular giuen him any 
cauſe of ſplecne: and C x s a & s reformation could 
not any way belong to him, who was himſelfe ſo 
farre out of all good order, They who are cleare 
ought to be ſpare in reprouals; bur the toule ſhould 
euermore be {1lent. The ſentence ( that I meane 
which was executed vpon him for this fa&) 
tooke his honour ,eſlate, and liberty away. And of this 
milder doome, Px Tvs THRASE A (the wonder 
of his time for morall life) was the leading author. 
For others would have allo had him pur to death after 
the moſt ſmarting and ignominious manner. But whom 
pro{peritie made vnreuerent to her bleſſings, aduer- 
{ity perhaps recouered to ſoundnefle and himlelfe, 
Nothing lelle. For in his baniſhment (that vvas a 
branch of the cen{ure) hee bewwrayed the truth of ; 
libellowrs nature ; playing parts (when hee thought 
they would (eruc histurne) moſt abie&, falſe, and 
bale. Corntiivs Tacirtyvs (with a penne 
which prints deeper then the hotreſt ſearing-yrons) 
hath branded them in vpon him for cuer : nor doth 
that pondrous author temper himfelte from calling 
him vile. Among two-footed beaſts , it is hard to 
ſay, whither adelator, or a libellour be worſt. And 
it is not an ordinarie infclicitie ro bee in company 
| where ſuch miſ-behauiours happen. OsTor1vs 
SC APY La therefore (the maiſter of that vnluckie 
feaſt) willing all hee could to preſerue that ſacred 
obliuion, vnder which faire converſation locks vp 
table-talke, gaue in for euidence, that hee heard no- 
thing. And moſt happie had it beene for that mag- 
nanimous, and valiant gentleman, if in the voider 
the memorie of thoſe heinous lines had beene al- 
ſo corapped-vp. For the libellour ſhould then 
haue aftervwvards miſt che meanes to ruine him, and 
Cc 2 others; 
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| others;by counterteit friend{hip, trecherous inter- 
| ception of doubtfull ſecrers , milchieuous pilferic of 
papers, and their poilnous enforcements, Of all 
whichas ANTISTIVS was molt guiltie, foitdid 
conſummate his ſhame. For to the reſt of his bad | 
qualities it added thefouleſt, and the ſumme of all, 
that hee was ingratefull. Thus much for the perlon 
of ANT1STI Vs, inwhom wee vndoubtedly be- 
hold the image of his fellow-libellours, or priuic 
true {peakers of {candalous things againſt maieſtie, 
with trealonable ends; and not in {orrovy for the 
publicke, oras a friend of vertue. The office of a ſo- 
ueraigne 15 ſacred, his perſon for his othces ſake:and 
chough his vices bee not more exempted trom ha- 
tred then from view,yereuen the worſt would have 
them hidden . This accordingly was the endeuour 
and deſire of NERo,vyho when he was afterwards 
moſt infamous,cid hopenotwithſtanding,that what 
hee did (hametull in the night, the darkenefle of 
night,in tauour of the proper workes of it ſelf, would 
fully coucr . Therefore,vwwhen hee found by the co- 
dicilsef PETRONIVS, that his laſciuious fecrets, 
( which hee till then did ſuppoſe lay hidden) were 
detected; S 0 $1 a was baniſhr,as the pipe by which 
| they were conveighd from Cxsars chamber thi- 
| ther. Norcould it but add to the crime of A xT1 s- 
\ T1VS, thattheſeuerePxTvs THRAsEt a ſpake 
- very much honour of N & & o, before he deliuered 
his opinion in abarement of the libellours puniſh- 
| ment, and ſtiled Ne Ro 4 right worthy Prince; for 
; allthis while was SEX E c a about him, It is g00d 
; tor the world,thatthere ſhould be ſome ſharpe de- 
\ clamers againſt vices in abſtra&,or in generall. The 
defamatorie noting of perſons is not ro bee permit- 
ted, but onely to the magiſtrate . Take muuall re 
ueren Ce 
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uerence away; and you lift the world from off the 
hindges- And it was no nevv prouifion which the 
empcrours VALENTINIAN,and V ALENSor- 
dained, but the interpretation of an old, when they 
ſignified by their relcript, that nor onely co compoſe, 
and di vpuloe a defamatorie libell, againſt any honeſt ſub- 
tect of the empire, but meerely to publiſh the contents, 
tbough they aeſtroyd the originall, was by them declared 
felonie. And trucly, it honour bee worthily more 
pretious then life (the rouch whereof, whether rrue, 
or falſe, is the common groundotf bloudie duells)can 
there any thing be thought more vniuſt, then that 
a ſcandalous tongue, or ityle,thould paſle with ap- 
plauſe againſt whomſocuer, nor firſt condemned 
by law ? 1he ſame emperours notwithſtanding 
made it frce, by their explanation,for any one who 
did {abicribe his name, and atthe perill of his head 
(tor that was the penaltie) ſtood to maintaine what 
histonzuc and hand had publiſher, ſhould both bee 
ſecure, and re. ciuc,vith thancks,revward. If there- 
fore the honour of lubicRs vas fo tender, what ya- 
luecan be atlciled vpon that of ſoueraigne princes? 
Yetthe Chriſtian moderation of the noble empe- 
rours, THEODoSIVs, ARCADIVS, and H 0- 
NORIVS, 1s the example of our ſacred Sov E- 
REIGN, Whoſe iudgements in their ovvne caſe 
was duwinely high. For thus they ſaid in effect ; 
That if any blaſphemed them ( the Apoſtle victh that 
word in matter of maieſtie)being led therepnto,cither 
by leuity, or madneſſe, and not of malice, it was their 
pleaſures that (uch a delinquent ſhould not ſuffer. Reſer- 
wing alwayes to themſelues the iudgement of the ſpirts. 
ANTIST1VS, among all other his bad delarts, 
moſt iuttly odious, for that by his vnſeaſonoble 0- 


uer-boylings againſt N x & o,the peſtiferous exten- 
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lions of the lavy of maieſtie(ſo pernicious formerly 
to all athance in conuerſation,and {o calamitous to 
the noble ) began vpon this occaſion to bee raiſed 
out of the graue againe, to the bane of many wor- 
thy Peeres. An att of higheſt magnanimine,tor a 
Prince to fit far aboue all maledi&ions, vamoued, 
and not vponeuery reuenge (lightly to vncollar in- 
dignation , The fault notwithſtanding is not the 
leile for being left ynpuniſhed; and D a v 1 Þ forgat 
not SEME1, ANTISTIVS a milerable man du- 
ringlite : for as his wilde wit oucrthrew him,fo his 
trecherie ſtood him in little ſted, For hauing excee- 
ded the limits of his baniſhment,and the SExAT Et 
miſliking it, Mvcrianvs(in VeEsSPASIANS 
dayes ) to appeaſetheir lord(hips, did ſhut him vp 
again within his ile; their angry curſe vpon him. 
Such was ANTISTIVS in his manners, and for- 
tunes, His likes deſerueto haueaN & & o for their 
prince, and not a moſt milde king Iams s. 
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Tue WoRTHiIE CaRkilacet Or Do- 
MITIVS CoRBYLO, AGainsT THE 
PARTHIANS.

Thus ir was, 
Lvcivs C=zsenivs Pazrtvs, ftraightnedin 
RHAND# A, ſought conditions of peace for feare 
of VoLoOGESvs (the PARTHIAN king) and 
accepted luch as were agreed vpon, thereby ro ſaue 
himlſelte,and (oldiers, The chiefe points in the com- 
poſition were : that the Romans ſhould quit 
ARMENIA,andNEeRoO ſhould crovwneT t R 1- 
DATE «(the brotherofVo..oGE s vs) king there- 
of. For pertormance of which (faith Tn t © Þ 0- 
5 1 v 5)oath was giuen. But the valour , wiſedome, 
and ſingular diligence of Cors vr o repairing 
all by due degrees , brought great VoLoGEsvs 
himſelte to yeelding termes,and his brother T 1 R 1- 
pATES{whom Pr 1NLE notes for maifſter{hip 
in magicke) to adore the Row a x enſignes, and 
depolit his diadem,

ners were ſo corrupt, that none((airhthat holy Father) 
wou!d wr wc that any manly matter was to bee 
feared or expefed at his hands, and yet his afts were ſo 
eyrannically ſterne, that rhey who knew him not, would 
neuer heleeue ther? was any thing womaniſh in him. 
[n this vnprincely ambition his fingers were not lo 

moueable, and {witt vpon the ftrings of che lyra, as 
the gripe of tis depraued power was heauy vpon 
many, | whoſe greater parts hee maliced. T his,a- 
mong h's priuado $1n court, was knowne to bee {0 
ceftainea w ay of doing miſchiete, that chey (hot 
therevvith cuen a: SEXECA himlelfe vwwhen his 
partner/in authoritie, AF RANIVSBVRRHYS, 
was novv lately dead, For then they acculed him in 
cheir ſecret whiſpers, that hee had a difloyall defire 
to excell in eloquence, and poeſie; and therefore more 
often add\&ted himſelte to the compoſure of verles, 
afrer once he found that C x s a & tooke delight in 
them,then ar any time cuer before.

ofthe lord of theworld) that his coigns repreſent 
him in the habit of a cyrbariſt, or (it our word reach 
the fulneſle of the ſenſe) an harper. 
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Till novv, all his proofes, andet]ayes of himſelfe 
were, onely in his palaces, or gardens , bur, after 
long © practile, preluming bemight worthily goe out 
maitter, hee aſpired to publicke auditories, Theſe 
were {tronger means to precipitate the People of 
R 0 ME into old decrepir age, then all the cruelties, 
and rages of the tormer times, for they properly 
tended to eftemination, or rather were effeminacies 
ſelte.S. AvGvsrT1NE notes, that wholocuer af- 
teas ſuperior.tic,and loues not glory, goes beyond 
beaits borh in crucltie, and riot; and hee brings for 
illuttraton the example of this N t & 0; whoſe man- 
ners were ſo corrupt, that none(ſairh that holy Father) 
would ener ſurmize that any manly matter was to bee 
feared|or expefied at his hands, and yet his afts were ſo 
eyrannically ſterne, that they who knew him not, would 
neuer beleeue ther: was any thing womaniſh in him. 
[n this vnprincely ambition his fingers were not 10 
moueable, and {witt vpon the ſtrings of che lyra, as 
the gripe of tis depraued power was heauy vpon 
many, whole greater parts hee maliced. 'T his,a- 
mong hs priuado' SIN court, was knowne to bee {© 
cefraine a way of doing miſchiete, that they thot 
therewith cuen at SEXE ca himſelte when his 
partner in authoritie, AFRANIVSBVRRHYS, 
was novv lately dead. For then they accuſed him in 
cheir ſecret whiſpers, that hee had a diſloyall defire 
to excell in eloquence, and poeſie; and therefore more 
ofren addited himſelte to the compoſure of verſes, 
after once he found that C x s a & tooke delight i in 
them,then a: any time cuer before. The vanitie,and 

weakenelle of all created power in court, not more 
apparent, then. miſerable ; when the foundations 
thereofare in any the leaſt degree ſubieR ro be ſapr, 
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ſuggeſtions, where the prince hath neither fore- 
head, heart,nor braine.N t & o vnwillingly brooke 
any man, who might bee thought to ſtand in the 
lame line of honour for thoſe faculties, or did not 
adoringly admire his;efteeming it as his moſt ſpeci- 
all glory, and telicitie, that fome way or other hee 
could ſecurely deftroy emulators. His ſeale, where 
theſe imaginations are not obſcurely profett , 
GvILLAVME duCHnovrLſcounſellour of citate 
ro ſome of the late French kings) did finde in anti- 
ent ſculprure, and cauſed it to be cut and printed. 
GABRIELSYMEON1I alſo,anltalian author,for- 
merly publithed the fame, Out of whole extant 
worke it is der ued hither into mine. A ſtrange in- 
uention for an imperiall ſigner, And my memorie 
fails me, 1t it benotalſo inthe printed colle&ions 
of R o M1 AN leals, imitated out of ſundry rings, as 
they were ſeuerally ſer with cornclians, aggats, 
onycles , and other the cheaper ſort of pretious 
(tones, eagrauen for the vic of ſiznature, 
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"The e argu! nent of this eacher ( ſo the French call 
ir)is the famous fable of Mars yas, who was 
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Rayed aliue, tor preluming to challenge the harpe | 
ot APOLL © into a triall, againſt the muſicke of | 


his pipe. What N x & o meant by atſumingit, or in 
whar cales hee was accuſtomed to ſeale therewith, 
is mectely matter of conie&ure, not of certaintic, 
For whether jr were to tertihe thoſe who durſt 
compare,or cgntend in skill with him;or to iuſtifie 
his molt high veneration of muficall agons, in re- 
eard they were he pecul:ar glory of fo greata dei. 
eas AP 0 L1 0, 0r whither it were that hee arro- 
gantiy viurped a relemblance, or wharloenet, ny 
part 15 |luthcicn:ly dilcharged in hauing deliveind 
not what | may deuile, but what 1 finde fre, 

To pleaie the meaner fort of people was the 
poore chicfe poin& of his policie. For in their afte- 
&ions he repoled his laterie, and in their applaule 
his glory. Therefore, ro enterraine all their ſenſes 
with their proper delights, (here being no other 
way lo lure ot winning zchem)he layes hold of their 

eares with 10n.7S and runes; of their eyes, with pub- 
like games, and (howves; and hnally of the rc{1due 
ot the fie, with the nol voluptuous, and impu- 
dent perimithons of all ſorts of elutronous and ve- 
nercous excelles in publicke. T hat banquer, or Bac- 
chanal , which Sor HoNnivs T1GELLINVS 
prouided in the poole of AGR1Pye a,or(as Dio 
hath the place) in the amphitheater, where nothing 
was chaſte, nothing frugall, noth.ng honeſt , 
hath the fame of the maddelit and moſt wilde of all 
that euer were in tis dayes. Laſciuious naked wo- 
men, immeaſurable cheare, wine, vwwords, and no- 
thing barrd, but abſtinence or modeſtie, which 
chough| it wasthe caule why the meeting ended in 
D&z quarrels 
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quarels, blovves and bluud, yer this was freedome 
n cheir eſtimation,beiag indeed nothing elle but an 
oucrflovy of authoriled corruptions and villanies 
But ſoine tevy dayes after the teaſt, there ſucceeded 
an a&t more prodigious; thecoupling of NE R © to 
PYTHAGORAS Doryphorus, as an hul- 
band. C a & Þ a x exculeth him vpon thoſe flatte- 
rers, who whilethey did put him into a frolicke | 
for thc honour of the godd-iJe 1 5 1 5, perſwaded a | 
lacrileze in ſtead of aceremonie, and ſo deceiucd 
him.A h&ion,anda toy,butnot amutlc tor the {cope 
of! CARD ANs VWriting,'o venta \vittie wonder of 
his ovvne deaifing, asitN £ & o were a Worthie, 
That m oft inherenatlutt, which all religion, 
and all good lawes fire to quench in the hurtful 
hears thereof, by making adulteries, rapes, and vn- 
naturall violations capirall, and other licentious in- 
temperance ſhametally criminall,N : & o inflames 
and enrageth withexample & leaue. Thedeſtroycr 

of health and happinelle, nor in any thing fo mil-

nyingi: : and he himſelf: doth elſewhere profeſle, 
rodel;uer nothing for vndoubted veritie, withour 
common concent of 200d bookes. A rule op narrati- 
on much more! endcr, leuere, and (crupulous, then 
that often tines of S cenſures, His inward iudge- 
ment no:withttanging doth not oblcurcly incl ne

bour, the meanes of fiery milchiefte , and yer moſt 
of thoſe great, and conſtlarie lords, into wholc 
grounds they came, neuer laid hand vpon them. 
Hee wanted a citie on fire, ouer which to fing the 
burning of T & o y, Thus hee had it, And there is 
abundantly enough, eaen in the CoRNELIAN 
Annals, to conuince NERo's conſcience of the 
| deed, though their noble author (purſuing his rule 
of Pncertainty) cuen interprets thoſe very reaſons 
with a remper. Many threarned thicke atſuch as 
would haue quencht the flames ; others openly 
2 hurld firebrands, crying,they knew what they did, 
or, there was one who would beare them out. Beſides, 
hee himſelte did not fet forward from A N- 
11vMMtoR oM &, tillthe fire had laid hold of that 
part of Iis houie which ijoignd the palace and the 
gardens of M # c E x As. Finally,no art,nor boun- 
| tie of his, could induce the commons to belieue in 
NeRo's innocencie.For,doe what he could, the ge-

ArbleRome (ſuchas Avevsrtvs left 
M: and ſpecially boaſted of) was compre- 
hended within a wall of almoſt fourteene 
miles in circuit, enlarged aftervyards to fiftie,vnder 
the Emperour AvRELI1ANy When flone was re- 
pured a part of the empires ſtrength. But, that ſpari- 
ous bodje, and the ſuburban limbs thereof, might 
together rather ſeeme an whole countrey ſuperedi- 
fed, then onely a citie, For the buildings ran out 
aboue chirtie miles one way, and from the milliarie 
pillar, fixe inthe crovwne of the R 014 a x forum, as 
a center of inealure, a line of ſeauentic thoutand pa- 
ſes would nor dravy the pretorian campe and the 
furchermoſt houtſcsin, PLINIE therefore in his 
contemplations of the hugenefle of R 0 e, may 
worthily conclude (as he doth )that no citie vnder 
heauen could becompared thereunto, the height of 
the buildings conſidered with their multitude. 
ITAL 1 e({aith theſameP L191) the foſter-childe 
of all other countreyes, and the ſame their mother al/o, 
ſelefied by powers dinine to make the heauens crbemſeluss 
(bine brighter, to vnite diſperſed common-wealths, to 
ſoften their manners, to draw the differing and harſb- 
ſounding languages of (0 many nations, to a familiar con- 
werſation by rhe interchange of ſpeech, to beſtow huma- 
nitie pon human-kinde, and in a word, to make one 
common countrey for all the people of the worls; 
and ſourraimme Rowe, a face moſt faire, and

worthie to be ſet on a necke ſo lowely. Her encrealtes of 
habitarions ſo manifold, that the ſeaen and rhirry 
gates thereof could not let in more; and R ow x, 
for want of roome,did ſhut out additions in ſub- 
urbs, which anſwered in quantie ro ſo many ſeue- 
rall cities. Forto Os T1 a(the por: of R o M E,and 
mouth of T 1 = the banckes were couered with 
buildings, rvvelue miles outright one way. And all 
but needfull, confidering, that by the proportions 
of Lirs1vs, RoME harboured not fewer then 
foure or fue millions of people. This moued one of | 
the antient to write(as MakLitiaNvs voucheth 
him)that he ſuppoſedall IT arr would in tive 
bee builded ouer, and the bounds of the citic of 
R o Mt E bethe (ſhores of the ſea. But the wonder of 
the ſear d:d not grow from the greatneſle onely,but 
trom the inuumerable ornaments of publicke, and 
priuate workes, ere&ed for vie, delight, and glory, 
diſperſed ouer all the fourteene waras , or regions 
thereof. Temples, Forums, Libraries, Therms, Aqua- 
autts, Theaters, Amphirbeaters, Circi,Porticus, Arches, 
Columns, Statuas, Palaces, and the reſt , whole bare 
names {carceremaining, doe fill vp volumns wuh 
their inuentaries. Ye: their young maiſter,N £ R ©, 
chought not ſucha R 0M E, cither good enough, 
or braue enough for his abode. For hee was mani- 
teſtly diſplealed with the faſhion of renements, as 
not competently magnificent, nor lefſe with the 
narrownetle and wuregular angles of ſtreets, and 
lanes, ſuch as they role at aduenture after he firſ 
burning of R oM E by the G a Ls. His ovvne im- 
periall court within the walls of R o » x, the moſt 
goodly part of the whole, did likewiſe ſeeme roo 
meane and narrow. Na remedy therefore bur all

The fire, and N & & © s triumph ouer it. 


T Har the hering of the citie throughly was | 


throughly ſtudied, may in part appeare by 


the very place it ſelfe of the miſchietes origi- | 


nall; which was thickeſt builded , and vpon the 
lowelt ground. For in old times before, it had been 
ſo furrcunded with the watrie excurſions of T 1- 
B E R,that it conuerrted the (oile intoa rotten moore, 
200d onely for ſallowes, and canes to grow vpon: 


ne.ther vvas there any ord:narie palſage ouer it to | 
mount Av ENTIN E, but by ferrie. This whole | 


large botrome, or vallie, encloſing the PaLaTINE 


hill ypon two ſides, rowards the weſt, and ſourh, | 


and called the Velabrum, be nz wonne in timeto 
be firme, was cuerywhere now inhabited. Among 
all the magnificent workes which adorned it, the 
principall Circus, or Race-yard was one, being about 
halfe a mile in length, of an ouall forme, wich 
rovves of {eatcs one aboue the other , competently 
capable of all thepeopleot R 0 e(as Ivv ENAL 
ouer-reacheth in his Satyres) but euen, as ber men 
write, of ar leaſt one hundred, and fiftie thouſand 


ſpetators, without vnciwll ſhouldrings. Of this 
Fe Circus 
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Circus the whole quarter where it ſtood was deno- 
minated, and in that corner thereof which abutted 
vponthePALATINE,andCxL 1 AN hils,where 
the oile-men, and druggers dwelt, the firſt flames 
role, which ſailing with no flacke winde, fed vpon 
the buildings ſo faſt as if they had beene ſenſible of 
Cxs a Rs allowance. The hery ſtreames breaking 
further forth inthe aer, ranne ſpeedily through the 
ſcaffolds, and timbers of that moſt goodly worke, 
full of the vnreſiſtable furie which they found out 
among thoſe fat and gummie trades. From this le- 
uell or plaine,the combuſtion mounts with eaſe,and 
ſcales the hils. Ne & 0's ovyne houſe, called The 
tranftorie, ( by reaſon of the paſſage ouer the vallic 
from mount to mount, through a galleric raiſed be- 
tweene, vpon arches, and pillars) was in the way 
of the fire;which he willingly luftered to periſh,thar 
his lofles being mixt with the common, the lofles of 
priuate citizens might _=_ the more tollerable, 
and FARTe" eſcape,the rather without marking. 
Frofffthoſc hils the flames ſtrike dowwne againe, vp- 
on the inferiour tops of houlcs, and rage without 
controll, For leaſt common helpe ſhould preuaile 
againſt any ſingle inuaſion, the burning blaze was 
kindled in ſundry precinQs, and ſtreets at once,ma- 
king the worke manifold. So while they laboured 
roquench and ſtop deſtrufion in one place, new 
cruptions of fire and flame tooke them off from 
thence, and did everywhere fruſtrate endeauors, 
Nor was there any ſurer ſigne that Ne & 0 was 
come from A x T1V My then the open aſliſtance gi- 
uen towards the conſuming of R o M1 E. Other ct- 
fe his preſence had not. Whereas gentle Cr a v- 
pivs CESAR (when in his time a mightie fire 
threatned the citie) ifſued out in perſon , brought 
forth 


eh 
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forth his treaſure, and both with voice and bountie 
encouragedall men tothe extinAtion. Avrys Vi- 
TELLIV 5, afterwards emperour, a capitall inftru- 
men: of N x & 0's 1n this burning : for his enemies 
betorethey murthered him, among all other what- 
locuer their reproaches and reuilings, added the ti- 
tle of incendtarte, which well became his intereſt in 
NEt&R0O's favour. Bur, ouer and aboue all vnder- 
hand kindlers , and bourcfeus, the night-watch 


' of the ctie , whole dutie moſt immediately it 


was, tu hae ſubdued the calamitie by quenching, 
or pulling downe of houſes, did openly cheriſh it. 
Nor they ; alone bur the pretorian guards allo. For [ 
cannot Apa how D1o ſhould meane any other 
then the pretorian,vwhere he ſpeakes of otherſoldiers 
belides the night-watch. A certaine ſigne indeed that 
N e R 0 wascome, Thecicie ſeemed now ( fairh 
X1PHILINE) likeamightie winter-campe,when 
it iS all-oucr .:1] vwvith fires, to warme the armie. 
Bur the delcriprions which PiNDARVS,& VeR- 
31L make of TN a, are in compariſon but as. of 
a gieat chimney on fie. For what was that one 
barren hill of S1c1t1A tothe moſt wealthie ſea- 
uen of Rome? The fourteene wards or regions 
thereof, were not ſimplie as members of a danſ1on, 
but as it the ſame number of great cities had beene 
1oyned to conſtiture one: which white they are 
no: all of them on hire at once, and yet all of them 
in open danger,the crackling tareof parts did repre- 
ſent to mens mindes the burning of che whole One 
of the leaſt mountaines was ſcarce tully couered 
with buildings by her tounders at firſt, but che po- 
wertull growth of abouee:ght handred yeares had 
not onely taken the uther ſize hils in, and hidden 
them wich ed:ficatures, but the loweſt parts had (o 
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ouertopt themallo with magnifcent | Pires;2s the y 
could not eaſily be diſtinguiſhe, ill thisfhre detor- 
med the imperiall tace there>f,and othice aferwards 
freed the lamentable proſpe& from rubbiſh, "The 
winde fitting ſoutherly, and fouthweſterly, con- 
ſpired at this rime with NE Ro, and conuerring 
temples,and renements into the likenefle of olow- 
ing furnaces, carried the lovwyd flame ouer from the 
PALATINE hill tomoumt AsqQuviLiNE. The 
tall of ſtones, timber, walls, rootes, and whole pa- 
laces, alſailed and embraced with the hre, not able 
with their noiſe to burie thecrye and (hrickes of wo- 
men and children. Nothing to bee {cence but flaſhes

burſting forth out of clowds of ſmoake, as it were 


out of ambuſcado's. One and the lame raging hire 
becomming funerall and hnall tothe liues, and for- 


| tunes of innumerable thouſands. Stealth, force, and 


rapine the praQiſe of the d:{perate NerRoNtaNs. 
Which when it was generally percciucd, and thar 
after many dayes, and nights oppoſition of the euil, 
the worke wasgrowne too hot, andioogreatio bee 
maiſtered, tevy men remained any longer carefull 
for their particular eſtate in goods, but lamented 
the dolefull waſte, and downetall of their common 
countrey, Onely NERO was not diſmaid , nor 
troubled, but highly pleaſed For, delighred ( as hee 
laid) ook the goodlineſſe of the blaze, he inſulted ouer 
the publicke woe. Arcired therefore in his theatrall 
habit, with his harpe in his hand, hce aſcends(ſairh 
SVETONIVS)totheropotMacenxas Tower, 
vpon mount ESQVILIN E, whoſe ſtately fabricke 
(as Ho & act deſcribes it) was a neare neighbour to 
the loftie cloyds , or,to ſpeake in the language of 
conucr{ation,ouerlooke the moſt part of R 0 E. 
Bo1$SSARDvVs Writes, that it is atth;s day called 
Fronton 
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Froi:ton di Nerone, a goodly frontiſpice. There he 
fzedes himlelſe with the fight of infinite burnings, 
and {ings to his harpe rhe deſtruttion of T' © v, or 
rather of Row t (as it wasplainely thereto bee 
{cene, faith D10)andnotot T  o v. Somethinke 
it was notany thing of Ho MERSOr VERGILS 
which he ſung, but a poem of his ovvne, becaule 
SERVIvs HoxnORATYS, and, before his time, 
Ivxivs lIvveExNALI1sarewitnelles, that N e- 
R © dealt in verle vpon that argument. Fornothing 
vnder heauen could bee more agreeable to his dil- 
polition, then that heſhould not only ſerall Rowe 
oa fire, but cuen the whole world it ſelfe, for giuing 
the lite of expreihon to his conceits, it his po- 
wer over the one had beenc equally much as ouer 
the 0{1cr, [tis not one citie, but all mankinde which 
15 1n danger,vvhenaN E R o fwayes. That humane 
nature (hovylocucr corrupted, or depraued) (hould 
poilibly have iu luch athung as hee, is ftearetullto 
conlider, T herefore it cannot be lefle then milera- 
ble, for any one to bee ablolutely Ictt ro him- 
lelfe, bur chiefly for young princes. In this ex- 
ample neuertheletle, it doth comfortably well ap- 
pear, what excellent ſeruice, relgion, andall wile 
lawcs purforme to man, by whole reſtraipas the 
2eneration of humane monſters is hindred, or their 
malice qualited. The moral of the fable of O r- 
P H E v 5,and of his brute auditorie reacherh to that 
obleruarion. Every one hath a tyrant in himſelte: 
and in moſt people the vnreaſonable part predomi- 
nates. T he contemplation of this fire hath endan- 
gered me to a owd of diſcourte, CAR Þ AN feebly 
deiends the innocencieof NERO 1n this fa&, by 
the huge charge he vas ar, in the renouation and 
repairc of buildings, The raging ewll contained it 
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(elte within the walls, which turned the ciries fear 
out againe into fields, and countrey; not fo freſh as 
at the firſt, Herantient rudenetle much beter then 
vaſtitie in cinders, R 0M E, the common home of 
mankinde; the ſtorchoule of conqueits and ſpoiles; 


the habitation ofthe gods of the world; the conflu- 


entof arts and natures choile ; the ſupreame court 


where the pleas of allthe earth were held withour 
appeale; the center of nations; the hcad and heart 
ot empire; the (cat of peace and warre; the mother 
and type of all ciuill mateſtie; in her owne dwel- 
ling, and by her owne {onne, was frighted thus out 
of her ſacred abode, and f{corcht, and miſerably 
maimd. The ſecrernameot Rowe, VA LEN- 
TIA, tothe cuſtodie whereof, (as tis in Sor - 
x v 5) the ſilent goddelle, Angerona, was deſtinared, 
(carce needed euocation by enemies with ſpells,and 
charmes, as being almoſt readie to reucale it lelte in 
this agonie, and (oro haue diflolued empire, Moſt 
remarkeable of all; that this fire began vpon the 
lame day, vpon which the GALL1 '$ ENONES, 
many ages betore, lad fackt, and heredit. Co r- 
NELIVS TAacirtvs allignes the time to hauc 
beene as vpon the nineteenth day of our Julte, or the 
foureteenth Kalends of Auguſt, or lo to ſay, Septem- 
ber . A manifeſt errour in chronologie ( ſaith ] 0- 
SEPH SCALIGER) for it was the ſixteenth ot 
thoſe Kalends, or the one and twentieth day of July. 
Somewhat more for vs to admirc,that there ſhould 
be a concurrence of like infelicities vpon like Caies. 
So Flavivs IlosEPHyYs notes, that HiERv- 
SALEM wastakenby T1rTy s vpon thevery lelfe 
{fame day, in which antiently it vas captivated by 
the king of BaBiLox, Theflop of this faming 
deſolation was procured afrer f1xe day cs continuall 
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vaitc, nor by quenching » but by caſting to the 
carth a great number of houſes, ouer whole breach 
the Aames could not firide to the abrupt. The place 
vpon which thuſe demoliſht buildings food, was 
aftervvards conſecrated ; as the confefled mieanes 
toc pre{eruation of the refichen. That moſt memo- 
rable in{cription is partly aliue in L1e s1vs, and 
SCALIGER, and whollyin Ianvs GRvTE- 
RVs,outof MazZOCHIvs, Theſame is now in 
ENGLISH allo fully here.

Mount Var ATIN E, one of the fourteene,and the 
plor it ſelfe where king R 0M v L v s auſpicated the 
empire of the world, was laid bare, and watte all 
ouer. It therefore any ſuch tarall mytteric had cou- 
ched vponthe place of omen, that che delolation 
thereof mutt haue wrought the ditſolurion of the

handded and ſcauenteene, Howbcit the mindes and 
tongues of the people (as if the computation vere 
falſiged) ranne w holly vpon a propheſie in $ 1- 
BYLL, which threarned a generall perdition vpon

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N = k 0's yſe of the burnines, and deſtruftions of 
old R OME. 


N hering R o v1 E heburnt in himfelte with a 
farre wot hre; the ablurd defire of a name, His 
madnefle greater to hope tor glory by the doing, 


then his wvickednetle was 1n the tat. He was V4 


tore ſo impatienrly deſirous to keethat new town, & 
palace, actually rite,according to that idxa of them 
wwhich he had dravvne to himtelfe within his ovwwne 
imagination, as he could not brooke the orderly ta- 
king downe of the old, Thetop of his ambitions 
tO be thought worchie for ſuch an inftauration, to 
carriethe name, R Oo M4 E no longer to bee called 
RowME, but NEROPOLIS, Or NEROs cite. 
And truely he did ſo much in that reſpect, by ma- 
king faire wide itreetes, and building 11 right lines, 
with galleries and tarrales betore the houſes, that 
SENECAs TiMAGINESs, had heliued now.,as

and drawings for money were {o ftrange, and vni- 
uerſall,as it hehadſetRom t on hre tor a colour 
to gather the vvealth of the world cogether,by pub- 
licke and priate robberies, This notwithſtanding 
(as alſo ſome other baſe and horrible as, which 
palle for N = & 0's) might properly belong to that 
trayterous caytiuve, TIGELLINVs, who durſt 
doe ſomething in his maiſters name, which his mai- 
ſter Nt Ro neuereither authoriſed, or knew. The 
CoRNELI1 A N hiftoriesauerre itclearely.O faith, 
at al times needfull,and ever honourable,but in the 
neare {eruants of ſoueraigne princes ſo abſolutely 
requiſ1te,that where itis wanting, they are not ler- 
nants butlubuerters,&areaccordcingly to be left ouer 
to the hangmans mercy. NeRo, for certaine,was ſo 
licele an admirer of money,that he held there was no 
other vie thereof butprofuſion. TiGeiiNvs and 
his complices,ought in my beliefe ro vndergoe the 
infamie of theſe extortiue courſes. This coigne of 
NEROS, 
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inthe iudgement ofthat excellent and famous Spa- 
nith Palace ANTONIVS AVGVTSTINYS, CONCerns 
the houſe, or palace which NERO CASAR 
raiſed vpon the ruins of his chiefe citic. Therefore 
he reades not M a c. for Macellum ( which doth 
not onely ſ1gnife a fleſh-marker, or burcherie, bur 
a place where all ſorts of food are (old, as P r v- 
TAR CH andorhers doe afſure vs) but M as. for 
Magna, in allufton to this new palace. Howbeit, 
(laued my reverence ro his learning) D 1 © for- 
ceth mee to diflent, who in exprelſe words writes, 
thatN £ & © reared a marker-ſted, and.for our fu- 
rer ſatisfaction, giues vs in Greeke characters, the 
Latin name, and calls it -; wiz:Meor, Belides that, 
the manſion which N x & o erected, is no where 
ſignally called Magna, but Awrea , not the Great, but 
the Golden one. Suthcient to ſhewy, this coigne was 
ordained by commandement of the Senate ( as the 
ſingle capitals vpon it, S. and C. doe ſignifie) to 
acknowledss hin the author of ſach a munificence. 
The memorall thereof belongs to rhecitie, not to 
C#s AR s pecular dwelling; and the word meant 
by tharlicerall note, is not Magna, but Macellum. 
But hovy much ſocuer Nt ro added to the outward 
maieſtie,and beautie of Ro E, it was thought that 
in the heats it was farre lefſe healthie then before; 
becauſe the Sunne had more power vpon it , by 
reaſon of the greater breadth and dire&nefle af the 
ſtreets, Nor did he obtaine to haue R 0M = called 
NERoOPOL1Sas he is laid to haue affected,

the ſoile, vpon which ſo many magnificent and 
goodly tabrickes (publickely conſecrated cither to 
| religious rires, or tothe eternall memorie of noble 
deedes) where alſo lo many thouſands of iles, and 

other melluages lately ſtood ( the harbours of pri- 
uare Citizens) heconſtituted in the roomth of them 
all, one maine abode for himſclte. The extra- 
ordinarie compaſle of this place met with ſuch 
wits as anſvyerably flew out ot all compalle, the | 
more tully co figure the ſame. That libell therefore 
in verſe, which SVETONIVS hath regiſtred in 
his common places of the Cx s a s lives ( tor fo 
they ratherare, then propetly hiſtories, vvhole me- 
thod is naturall, and continuous, not broaken in- 
ro diichronicall ſpectes) tells vs; all the cirie of Rowe 
was now become no more but one houſe onely. Yea P L 1- 
NIE allo is morepleaſed wich daintie, and genc- 
rall notions, then with the ſolemnitic and particu- 
lar proprictie of hiſtoricall phraſe,in deſcribing this 
8 moniter of a towwne-ſeat, T herctore hee trelhly 
playes the young man againe, and no way infert- 
our to that epizrammatiſt in excetle of ſpeech, writes; 
that all RoM E was ſet within NERO 5 bonſe,and that | 
all the lands of ſome of the old Ror1an Il'orthies were not 
ſo capacious,and large,as bere the cellars onely, Formes 
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ofexpreſſion which becomea poem {1ngularly well, | 
or a flouriſhing orator, T heyr ouer common | 


purſuit 1s in our ovvne times grovwne the errour, 
and vice of vis; among whom nothing now hath 
taſte, but (as they are called )fine conceiprs: The bane 
of all ſolid elequence, and. more of folid ſtudies. 
Nt & © loathed his former palace, The tranftorie, 
as too linall and meane, and therefore founded 
this other, which comprehended thar as a parcell, 
naming it, alrogether, The golden houſe. The huge- 
nelle better to be conceiued by the rule of proporti- 
oninthe art of building (as the ftature of H x r- 
c V1. ES was found by the meaſure of his foot)then 
by imaginatiue hyperboles,vvhich leaue no certainty, 
nor draw any lines of truth within the vnderſtan- 
ding. Euery iuſt part diſcouers the 1utt totall. This 
court umperall therctore, had a porch, or entrance, 
lo excecdingly w.de, and receiptfull, that the more 
then gyanilike image of N E R o, one hundred and 
vventic tor high, was eleuared within it. And 
SvETONIvVs further ſpecifies vnto vs, for the 
clearer declaration of the ſpaciouſnetle, that it had 
porticus triplices milliarias. By which words, though 
no man (whom 1 can finde ) doth direaly know 
what is meant, yet they repreſent to the mindea 
wonderfullargenes.I could ſuppoſe their ſenſe to be, 
that three parts or ſides of a ſquare, from the porch 
ro the firit front, or from the houſe backeward, were 
deckt with walkes or galleries, hauing in all a chou- 
ſand pillars. Thele, together with their equall di- 
ſtances, which could not bee lefle in art then the 
length of their owne ſhafts, muſt needes take vp a 
mighty compatle. This image of N x & 0, made 
byZex00D0R vs, inemulation of the Coloſſirs of 
the Sunne, at RHoDEs, betvwweene whole ouer-

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firiding | legges ſhips entred the port, {cemes allo rg 
hauc adnurred vnder itall forts of things and Peo- 
ple here. A particular ſtorie belongs to this wonder 
of ſtatuarie vworke. For afttervvards whenN x & 0's 
vile deedes were publickely damned, the head was 
remoued, and 1n place thereot ((aith PvBL1') 
Vicros) theheadof the Sunne, with a "Hy 
of ſeauen golden beames abour it , eucry beaie lca- 
uen foot and an halfein length , ſome lay aboue | 
tvventic foot(which is more probable, becaule more 
proportionable) was fixt and dedicated, The Ike 
CoLossv spaintedypon linnen cloth (an inven | 
tion till then vuknowne) reſembling NER © at 
the Proporuon of one hnndred and tyventie foot 
long, when it was now hniſhed in the L AMIAN 
carde1s,both the monſtrous picture,& the gardens 
theralclues wereconlumed(laith Puxis)w ich bohr- 
ning But the maruel of Nero's houle conſiſted not 
in the magaitudeonly,butinthe macerials,appurte- 
nances,& iworkemanſhip.Nor principally in them, 
For wworie,pearle & gold,vvere grown ſtale,becaule 
they were common ornaments. But the chiefe won- 
der of che inuention ſprung mcerely trom defolati- 
on, For:he la:d rogether great depopulated places; 
turning them into woods, gardens, wilderneflles, 
lakes, fields, and vineyards,molt curioufly adorned 
with archice&ture, Things of much more necd,and 
valuethere then metall aud gemmcs.No man ther- 
tore ought extreamely to admire, that the epigram 
in SYETONIVS cryes out, that Ca$AR did 
truſt ſo much of Rowe forth of the natiue ſeat thereof, 
as if the inbabitants muſt haue beene enforced to remoue 
to the e11almoſt twentie miles oft, and euery way 
round as farre. Wilde wayes of ac{cription, which 
n right hiſtoricare little better then 0d1ous , they 
are

Our of this I am fatisfhcd that 
the water which isinSVETONIVS-as greatas a 
ſea, might be about ſome hundred-and fiftie yards 
ouer. TT he epigram is extant, and toucheth many o- 
ther points of this argument, but this one aboue 
all, that DowiTiaN vndid what Nero wrought, 
and laid open his iniurious encroachments, reſto- 
ring R o M Eto her ſelte, and one mans delights to 
all mens benefits. Wiledome builds ure, becaule it 
choo{teth the heart of man fora foundation ; bur 
what a NERro raileth, a DowmtTIaN ouer- 
throwes, and one malignant tyrant, defiroyes the 
others doings; as when the plague remoues a feuer. 
Nothing ſtands bold which hath nor vertue for the 
baſis, but in ſtead thereof, vaine-glory and wrong,

E & © hauing thus plaid with che ruins of 
the ſacred ſear, and with the euils of his na- 
tion, and inthe praRile of ſuch tragicall re 
uells, going farre beyond the malice,and darings of 
enemies, hee neuerthelefle inuented a way how 
to excell cuen himſelfe in wickednefle, by railing 
the firſt great Perſecution againſt CHRISTIANS, 
as incendiaries. For when hee found, thar neither 
his innumerable offices, or diligent offers at affor- 


on ofthe fa; in thenecellitic of accuſing ſome, hee 
apprehended thoſe innocent men, as guiltie, whole 
free confeſſion of their faith was interpreted a full 
conuiQtion of che obie&ted crime. Such prejudices 
reigned then againſt religion, There was at that 
preſent a Rouriſhing Church of Chriſtians in 
R 0 M E,cuen beforeSaintPavrLs arriuall, N e- 
R 0 5 oWwne court was ſecretly garniſht , and enri- 
ched with ſome of thoſe diamonds, whole falutati- 
ons the Apoſile remembers in his epiſtle to che Pa1- 
LIPPIANS.

crucitied, and others burnt in publicke, to furniſh 

the evening with bonehres, The martyr, like the 

ſtaffe ofa rorch,vvas packt vp within papers, ſtif- 

ned in molten waxe, and other kindling ftuffe,with 

a coat of {car-cloth about his body bound vpright 
toan axel:rze; which being altogether pirchrin a 
ſandy furrow,werelo ſer on fireatthe bottome with 
bauins,or drie ſeare twigs, (whichthe Latixs call 
Sarmenta)to maintaine light forNe Ros night-ſports 
in his gardens, vpon which occaſion Cu R1s T1- 
A Ns vere by-named Sarmentarians. Some of rhem 

were gored in length vpon takes (ſaith lvveNnaL, 

tor of them hee meanes) the one end faſtned inthe 
carth,the other comming forth at the mouth. Here 

thoſe new combats, crownes and triumphs vere 
dedicated by the tyrant, which prevailed ro cterni- 
tie, ang mounted intime thecrolleof Cyurisrt 
aboue all the arches, and tropheas of the empire. 

Nor did this Perſecution rage in Ro t alone. For 
ORrosrvs faith it was generall, The credit of 
which athrmation is ſingularly vpholden by a moſt 
notable inſcription, found among cerraine ruins in 
PoRTVGAL, and extantin GRvTERVS, 
which prerendeth thankfulnetſe to N & & 0; firſt for 
purging the prouince from ſtrong rhicues, andrhen 
againe (as he was Chiefe Prieſt) from thoſe other 
who ſought to inculcate to mankinde A NEW 
SVPERSTITION. None wil doubt thoſe wordsto 
be meant of CHRr1STIANITIE,vwho are but meanely 
acquainted with the ſtyle of thoſetimes among the 

ETHN1cC«s; that being the phraſe it ſelfe of Tact- 
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TvVs,and TraxQvitLys. The famous inſcriprion |

Bur his amend- 
ment which had beene the greater ſatisfafion, and 
the ſureſt way to his future laterie, was ſolirtle me- 
ditated on his part,thar he could not thinke it need- 
fall. The arrempce had pernitious effe&s : for 
from hence his iealouſic and hatred of the SExaTE 
(as the ſecret well-willers of his ruine) ſprung; and 
hee himſelfe neuer after ſpared to ſpill any bloud, 

the countenance of this one reall plot, ſo ſerued his 
turneto warrant him againſt the innocent. The

And not to robbe 
Nrzos time of therights thereof, his floathful- 
nelle had the felicitie, by other mens labours, to re- 
couer publicke lofles, as formerly in our iland by 
the valour of SveE ToNIVsPAvLitinvs, and 
fnally now in the Orient,by his kinſman, D ow 1- 
TIVs CORBVLoO,. This did coſt deare. For this 
one homager was allowed after the rate of twenty 
thouſand crovwns theday,from his firlt ſerting forth 
cowards R 0M E, till his entrance there, Hee had in 
his company for hoſtages to N = & 0, not his owne 
children onely, bur thechildren allo of his brother 
(chargreat king VoLoGESvs)ot PAcoRvys, 
and of MoxoBasvs, andin his traine three thou- 
land PARTHIANhorlemen, with itore of R 0- 
Maxs.Arcady meanetoconflume fo great aſumme;

Beſides the former 
cxpenle, Neko in one dayes ſpace, & in part of en- 
tertainment,guilded P o 1 Þ E 1 s theater ouer, The 
greatnes wherof Tt RrTVvLLIAN excellently exprel- 
ſeth, where he ſaith, thatrP 0M Þ E 1 was onely not 


great when compared w ith that Thearer. Propor- 


tionably co theſe beginnings he bare all other char- 


ges, and ar departure, rewarded his nevv vallal with | 
an hundred thouſand ſeſtertium, which,according | 


to the rates of our exchange, rife to about ſeauen 
times as many pounds, all, to fer out the maie- 


{ty of the R o 11 a Nempireto ſtrangers, in the ſear | 
of the empire. A great and princely conceipt. FEy | 
thele matchlalle magnificenees (for N & & o in his | 
guifrs was not ot a narrow heart) hee {o enſhrined | 
hinfelfe in the mindes of theParTH 1 ANs, that | 


twenty yearesafterNERo was dead, his onely 


name was ſo gratious, that a counterfeit ylurping it, |

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they were hardly wunne to render him, or from 


nor affording their vemoſt aſliſtance in his quarell. 
The receipt of TirIDAaTES was vnuerſally 
applauded. N E & o therefore, who was fo auerle 
ro all martiall expeditions, that but for ſhame hee 
had drawnetheR oM A N legions out of BRITAIN, 
and {otimorous of weapons, that Tix iDATEs 
riueted his {word to the ſheath thereof, for his afſu- 
rance (becauſe hee would not vaknightly yeeld to 
goe vngirt, though it were vpon condition, to re- 
ceiue the diadem of ARMENIA) was now notwith- 
ſtanding, with as ſhrill, and ioyous ſhowts accla- 
marcd /mperator, as if in perſon hee had conquered 
ARMENIA by the ſword. This was the out-{ide 
of things. ButN t k © had other, and thoſe more 
invward ends, in his ſo ambitious inuitation, and 
pompous entertainement of the PaRTHIAN prince, 
For thinking it little, to bee bur a god among the 

ods, his mindeſored tocommand by magicke 0- 
uer them all. Then this one phanſic hee never had 
inPLINIES Concelpt any more generous, nor 
could poſſibly mount higher, His mothers ghoſt 
continuing troubleſome, there is no where elle any 
probability that he laboured to call her vp toapar- 
[ca, and to appealc her, rather then ow, though 
allo now in vaine. Somewhat of magickepratiſes 
ſcemes to be infinuared ynto vs, in the little image, 
or puppet of a girle,which N e & © {o ſuperſtitiouſly 
adored, as likewiſe in tbe ſerpents ſlough, found a- 
bout the bolſter of his bed, when as yet hee was a 
babe,or infant. Of both chole ſorcerous toyes there 
is mentioninSVYETONIVSs. But though Nero 
was initiated by king TiRiDaATEs into the or- 
der of magicians at their magicke ſuppers, and to

CaTo.ThatBaREa SoRAN vs, the deſigned 
Conſul, was coupled with him in the calamitie, ad- 
ded to the opinion of Bare a's worth, but tooke 
from ki his fame : the others carrying moſt eyes,

WW ſad and heauie clouds which fat vpon the 
tace of the cine for the loſle of her beſt citi- 

ens being wiped away by the chearefulnes, 
' and ſplendor of the late entertainment, N x r © ef- 
| teftually medirated atrwumph, of which never any 
| Row av thought before, moſt worthy of his cro- 
chers, and of his inglorious way to glory, To gain 
fromGREECEInGREEC E;the fameof the beſt 
ſinger, the beſt cyrhariſt , the beſt player, the beſt 
charioteer,was the conqueſt hee affeRed, A vaine 
man,among vaine people, and they his vaſlals alſo, 
might well reſt aflured of all the garlands which ci- 
ther OL y 4 Þ v 5, or other places of triall could af- 
ford. There was atime when hee braucly debated 
of marching in perſon with an auengetull army, 
| one while into the CasP 1a nx entries, apother 
| while into ET Hr1 0P 1 a,whither,for his informa- 
' tion, hee emploid a tribune and certaine companies 
. of prztorian ſouldiers,as ro prepare,and accommo- 
| date his enterpriſe, But theſe propoſitions proued 
embrions of vanity,for hee neuer proceeded further 
then to the diſcourſe, and ſhovv of preparations, 
; though the matrer was proper to his calling, and 
thoſe other not. For theprince of L a T 1 pocſiein 
enumeration ot the arts which belonged to a right 
Row an,omits hdling,and faining, and excellently 


teacherh, that co giue lawes to the world, and to rule

ſpare the dutifull; and beat downe the rebellious; were 


properly theirs.

Once betore this time,vwhen he was in a minde to 
haue ſailed into XG y Þ Ty but did not, hee chiefly 
romiſed two things by his proclamation;firſt,that 


| his abſence ſhould not be long, and next, that his pro- 


wifons for the publike ſbould bee ſuch, that all things 
ſhould remaine immoueable, and proſperous till his re- 
turne. By the order taken now, the courle at char 
time may be conieQtured. For without regard to the 
maieſtie of the R o Mt a xn name, heleft IT A L1Ein 
meere tendernefle to his peculiar , vnder the com- 


| mandotHeLivsCx$Saklaxvsanenfranchi- 
| ſed bondman, enfranchiſed by C. a vo 1 vs. Asif 
| 1mperiall ITAL 1E were now become but fome | 
countrey-farme, or grange, which needed nothing 
elle but onely a leruile bailif, At the ſame time, and 
; vndoubtedly with a purpoſeto preuent rebellion in 


the very ſced thereof during his abſence, hee publi- 
ſhed an edit (mentionedin PuiLosSTRATYS) 
rothe ſpeciall credit of philolophy , by which hee

commanded all dottors,or maiſters of that profeſjon to 
depart outof R owe, and ITaL1s. That part of

THRaASE 4, defending his auerſion trom thoſe | 
ſtudies by authoritic of the old common weale, | 


Words put, with good aduantage to thar fe&,into 


the mouth of ſuch hatefull men as TicELLi- 
NVs, and hee. But PHiLosSTRATvVs hath done 


what he can to iuſtifie their vvits who were the au- 
thors to NE Rr o of thateditt. For while hee vaun- 
tingly makes his admired AyoLLONIVS, theo- 
racle of all the chiefe rebellions in his time, particu- 
larly of V 1NDÞ £ x,and GaLBa againſt N £ & 0,he 
{howes withall that N e & o'scounlſcll of ſtate fore- 
ſavy tne danger. Thoſe doQors were perilous to 
empire, vnder the pretext of freedome : Cu k 1 5- 
TIAN $ vere not, who knew a better freedome. 
Things howſocuer ſettled at R 0M E, hee ferterh 
lailefor GR E t c x, withſuch multitudes of pco- 
ple,and prouiſtons for atchicaing that conqueit;by 
which(ſaithHe Rr oD1aN) he made himlcltea ri- 
diculous ſpefacle)as might very well haue ſuthced 
forthe number, and quanricies to ſubdue it, it it had 
not beene very long before {ſubdued to his hand. 
And this was done with ſuch damumage to the 
countrey, as it is a doubrfull cale with Ay 0 LL 0- 
NivsotT1axa whetherXERrxts did more 
harme by ſetting Gre £ c E on fre, or Nero by 
ſinging in it,

His voiage into A CH A 1 a(tor that proutace 

of GREEC t had him mott) afforded many 

aduentures, belides thoſe of his frauolous tri- 
als; whole garlands how fre{h,and grcene {ocuer in 
their leaues, were dry, andere to glory, the myſte- 
ry of his errand. His meditations to deſtroy the 
SENATE (itthat be not among the fcandalous fa- 
bles of whichIosEtPp avs on kis behalte giues a 
generall caueat) began to ripen there. That moit 
noble order of men moſt wulcly lituated by Rowy- 
L V $,like a kinde of ftarry hrmament, betweene the 
fires of maieſty, and the vnitcdtait waters of the 
commonalry, to attemper the hearcs of the one,and 
the inundations of the other , a chryitall ſcreene, 


| or ſpheare in the middett of ablolurc power , 


and ablolute obedience, the ſame which firſt 


draue kings out of Rowe, and loone afterop- | 
prelled the people(as being it lelte ſubicQ rocorrup- | 


ton, a5 all other humane inſticutions )bad (o far in- 
curred the inward dilike of N x k& o,that heis char. 
ged to haue giuen no {lender {1gncs of a purpoſe to 
have aboliſhed that degree. V AT 1N 1 v$S,to whom 
he vvas Oucr- indulgent;a fellow of a more miſchie- 
uous nature, then his originall was bale (which nc- 
uertheletle was not more noble(faith TaciTys) 
then

then a lhoomakers {hop had bred it )in his rude buf- | 


fonrics woutd openly ſay; Cxs AR, Thate thee as 
thou art a Senator; and for that hatreds ſake (as if it 
were freedome)was eaſily in ſpeciall grace. T his a- 
ucrſion of N £ Ro, hovv great or little ſocuer, was 


none other chenthe childe of feare,begotren in him | 


by the late conlpiracie of P1s0. And of that conſpi- 


racie that was the worſt effet, Bur the miſchiefe | 


which he reuengefully meant againſt the Sexate, 


whatſocuer it was,aborted; himfelfe ſhortly dying. | 


Meane-vhile his delights (according to their cu- 
{tome ) moued inthe loweſt regions of popularitie. 
Nor was he fortunate in them. For the beſt iudge- 
ments held it true, that he was rather any thing then a 
200d finger to the harpe(lath VixoExinPriio- 
STRAT VS) and yet rather that then a prince.So poot 
an ambition, and not tro preuaile therein, was pire- 

ous, Hee thought otherwile of hiraſelfe. And that 
beggerly tragedian i in SPAIN E who diſdained to 
ſtoop to a compariſon in his art withN & & 0, was 
luckily poore: for no riches could haue proreaed 
ſuch an inſolencie. His bribing conqueſts were in- 
terpreted by him, and his courtiers, fo gloriouſly, 
that poaſts were diſpatched ouer the R 0M aN

world to {ignifie the ſame ; thar.publicke ſacrifices | 
might be madefor gratulation. ButAroLL oO Ni1- | 


y 5s excellently raught what others vere to

him) what hee conceiued of it, feareleflely an{vve- 
red the bloudy TiGtLLINYS, 1 rbinke ( ſaid A- 
P OLLONI v5) better farre then you, for you repute 
him worthy to fing, but Ito bold his peace. And 1o it 
plainly was. For by all confeſſions it appeares, that 
his voice was weake, and hollow. The formall 
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' vvords of allo: ting thepri Prize at the tourne y of arts, 
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and which he hinfelfe,cxercifin the othce of the 
comm on cryer ) pronounced in publicke, after 
cucry Dow, or at, are in Di oxs Fpitome 
thele: NERO CasSAR, vittorions in this trial, 
crownes the People of Rowe, and his owne world with 
this garland. Atter this, or the ike manner he obtai- 
nedin GREECE, during his abode there, onethou- 
{and and e.ght hundred greene cro\wnes, but none 
of them ſuch as incomparable P 1x» a k vs did ce- 
lebrate, whoſe vnreachable Mvsr, Horace 
worthily admires. That which the Apoſtle obſer- 
ued (in His epiſtles ro the COoRINTHIANS) 
rouching their preparatorie abſtinence, and fuffe- 
rings, ho were ro contend for one of thoſe glori- 
ous a 19 doth marucilouſ]y ſuicc withN Et 0, 
who prattiſed in priuate, and in publicke, vnder all 
the ſeuereſt lawes of thoſe exerciſes. PLiN1E notes 
ewo ſpeciall poinRs of his patience, for conſeruati- 
on of his voice : to lye on his backe with a leaden 
plate on his breaſt, and ro faſt cer:aine dayes in eue- 
ry monerh, with nothing elſe bur oile, and ſyues, 
and not ſo much as a bit of bread. There wanted 
nothing but prayerto haue caſt o.itchat diuell of ya- 
nity. The Apoſile vieth the proper word of thoſe 
PRIZES, Agons ;and Co R1IN TH i-felte(where he 
preacht, andtaught) and(asl os £ Þ H SCALIGER 
noteth our of Dioxys1v 5, the Areopagite ) 
not onely hee, but PET & x alto) ttood vpon that 
iſthmus , or necke of land, where the games in 
honour of NepTVNE were ce'cbrated. So the 
place and praQile were neither vnknowne, nor pro- 
bably vnicene of that heauenly man.

of an emperour. For it was the enterpriſe of 
digging throughthe iſthmus, or neck of land,which 
like a naturall bridg ioingd the mainot GRE Et c E 
to the moſt renowned penile thereof, P & L 0- 
PENNESVS. The leaſt breadth of the ſtraits, 
from thetwo oppoſite havens, LEcusz,& Cyen- 
CHREZ, was by PLINIEs commenluration 
hue miles : and to conueigh merchandiſe about by 
ſea, from but one ſide of that barre to the other, 
tooke vp in nauigation aboue hue hundred, P x 1- 
' LOST RA TVS accounts the circuit exaQly, fize 
thouſand, and rwenty ftadies, eight of thole ſtadies 
one mile of ours, which (admitting that ſcale)pro- 
duceth another,a farre greater ſumme of miles then 
PLiNits, Therefore many princes had thoughr 
of making a nauizable channell betweene ſea, and 
ſea, Burking DewEeTRIVS being oneof them 
abandon'd it, becauſe the $kilfull (PH1tosTRa- 
TV 5 ſaith they were AG yÞT1AN philoſophers) 
informed him, thar the ſea inthe one bay was fo 


much |

cauleto couettheir polleſſion, were moſt offenſive. 
For,beſides the murthers, rauiſhments, extortions, 
and other the cuils of fuch atempeſt, as Nego's c- 
mulous preſence, they were euery where rob of 
their principall pieces of art, Inualuable all, becaule 


they belonged tothe immortality of memory (their , 


ciuill telicitie ) irreparable allo, becaulc their ind:ui- 
duall antientnelle could not be ſupplied, itcheir arti- 
ficiall excellencies might, T heirtemples,lanftuaries, 
Therms, Hyppodroms, and all other thcir publicke, 
and priuate buildings, OLYMPiainEL1s, and 
DELeHiinBz=oTla, thecapiall feat of A- 
P OL L © himfelte, were ſubie ro his generall pil- 
lage, onely R 4 oÞ E 5 excepted.

That College of Hemnnyy tor which your Lord(hipin

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| your excellently honeſt zealero our countrey,open- 
ly moued, meetes euery where with aids, and ſup- 
perts of authority, and reaſon; and Dios oration 
alone were able to introduce that facred nourſery 
of braue encouragements ; diuturnitic of remem- 
brance for publicke merit, by ſtatuaric,plaſticke,fu- 
{orie, and other the arts of magnificence. A ſecret, 
lictle vaderſtood, bur neuer to be too loone enured 
among the noble. Ir was for ſuch a inindeas N e- 
Ro'S(which enuide immortality of good renown to 
others, and was deficient to his owne)to violate the 
wonders of workemanſhip , & the greater wonder 
of deſeruing ſuch memorials.
